With a vision of academic 
success for all students, Sybil 
Knight accepted the duty and took 
her place as principal of CRLS, a 
position that hasn’t exactly been the 
most stable job in the past few years. 

Dr. Sybil Knight was born in 
Fort Myers, Florida, and raised with 
a background in education, 
stemming from her mother, who 
was a teacher. Generally a restless 
student, Knight was frequently a 
part of school programs such as de- 
bate, and drama.

Both are two major 
issues here at the school, and dur- 
ing an interview Dr. Knight ex- 
pressed her feelings towards the 
matter, saying that such issues are 
best solved through communication 
between students and _ the 
administration. Aside from the more 
current matters she also expressed 
her want to revitalize a school spirit 
here at Rindge that was perhaps 
never vitalized to begin with. All too 
often, members of Rindge sports 
teams can be found trying to prove 
one sport more dominant over the 
other, even when both of the teams 
involved have a losing record. It 
can’t be good when students hold 
attitudes such as, lacrosse players 
can’t play, football athletes are 
failures, the hockey team sucks, and 
track...well track is just different. 
Knight believes that there needs to 
be a balance between education and 
school spirit. If by some form of 
miracle she can raise the level of 
pride this school has for itself, then 
it would certainly benefit everyone. 
Knight is a person that wants to 
make a difference, and she wants to 
do it with the help of her students. 
She is a person that works with and 
through others around her, and she 
expects students to come forth and 
communicate.

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RSTA Revitalized

The RSTA motto, displayed 
prominently in its office, states that 
"Excellence is part of the tradition,” 
in RSTA. It came as no surprise, 
therefore, when the RSTA adminis- 
tration decided to renovate their fa- 
cilities. They did so in the grandest 
of fashions. 

The dream of a top-of-the-line 
vocational education experience at 
CRLS is finally coming into fruition. 
“All of the spaces were renovated, 
we have new teachers, new 
equipment similar to what you'd find 
in the industry. The labs are designed 
to be space-efficient-light, airy, and 
conducive to learning.” 

The renovation process was 
triggered by RSTA's failure two 
years ago to meet the requirements 
for official "Chapter 74" accredita- 
tion. In order to meet these guide- 
lines, five of RSTA's programs were 
renovated last summer, with another 
five being renovated right before the 
start of this school year. Only one 
program, Television and Mass Me- 
dia, is still in need of renovation, 
and, by the time it is finished, it will 
include a fully functional TV station 
broadcasting out of the old automo- 
tive lab. 

Ask any RSTA teacher about 
the new improvements, and you're 
bound to hear the phrases "state-of- 
the-art" and “cutting-edge” within 
seconds, as well as abundant praise 
for the job that Stephen Spofford has 
done. "Everything the students 
needed for the program was made 
available,” says RSTA veteran Mr. 
Russo, an electronics and computer 
Tepair teacher, as he shows off his 
new SmartBoard (a high-tech cross 
between a computer and a black- 
board, an "all-purpose teaching tool” 
according to Russo). "Vocational 
education had been neglected over 
the years. Now, thanks to Mr. 
Spofford, it's in the spotlight." 

New teachers are just as im- 
pressed by the new technology as the 
returning ones. "It's the first year that 
this program has been at CRLS, so 
everything's new,” says Biotechnol- 


ogy teacher Dr. Angela Zapata. "I 
have fifteen hundred square feet of 
space, electrophoresis equipment, a 
sterilization autoclave, incubators, 
centrifuges, microscopes, and dig- 
ital imaging capabilities. It's criti- 
cal that we have this state-of-the- 
art equipment.” 

Equally impressed by the 
renovations are automotive instruc- 
tors Al Stowell, who has been teach- 
ing at CRLS for 29 years, and Rob 
Cooper and Steve Rivera, who have 
been teaching at CRLS for about 
three weeks. "The computers that 
are hooked up to our cars are more 
p»verful than all the computers 
from the old Apollo space program 
combined," says Cooper, a former 
heavy equipment mechanic for the 
U.S. Navy. "I was very excited 
about the opportunity [to teach 
here,] especially when I found out 
that it was all going to be brand new 
and we'd basically be able to come 
in and tell them what we wanted," 
says Rivera, who had worked with 
Cooper previously at the Northeast- 
ern Regional Vocational School. 
"We're getting phone calls from 
other vocational schools asking us 
what we're doing here that's draw- 
ing all their students away! I firmly 
believe that we are going to have 
one of the best, if not the best auto- 
motive program in Massachusetts." 

Stowell, the CRLS veteran, 
has seen the CRLS automotive pro- 
gram overhauled once before dur- 
ing his tenure here, but he is con- 
vinced that this renovation may 
have saved the program. "Five years 
ago, we were a program sinking into 
darkness, but through the efforts of 
Stephen Spofford, the program has 
been completely revitalized. It's 
really exciting for me to work in this 
new renovated area. My son, who 
used to teach here, came in yester- 
day for the first time [since the reno- 
vations], and couldn't believe his 
eyes.”

AHORA Hopes to 
Aid CRLS Latinos

For years minorities in the 
United States have struggled with 
prejudice. And as a result have 
struggled with academic, 
economic and social downfall. 
Among these minorities are the 
Latinos, who have the lowest 
number of people going on to 
college. According to the National 
Center for Education only 1.3% of 
Latinos graduate from college. 

As Latinos came to CRLS 
they faced some of the same 
struggles Latinos had been dealing 
with for years. They faced 
disillusion and many dropped out. 
According to Antoinette Basualdo, 
the director of youth development 
in Concilio Hispano, in 1991 the 
CRLS drop out rate for Latinos was 
8%. The Hispanic Council decided 
to take immediate action. They 
created a drop-out prevention 
center in CRLS. This step proved 
to be effective because only four 
years later the drop-out rate was 
3% and in 1998 it went down to 
2.1%. Realizing that Latinos had 
overcome some of their academic 
challenges, this Latinos drop out 
center shifted their focus towards 
leadership development. 

After years of many youth 
counselors, in 1999 the torch was 
passed to Malwin and Louana. 
These two Puerto Rican role 
models served as more than 
counselors but as friends to the 
participants of AHORA. Besides 
the leadership development and 


academic focus, they helped create

youth counselors are Rubia Reyes 
and Patricia Sanchez. They face the 
challenges that most new leaders 
face as they undertake new tasks 
and fill the shoes of the past. 
However, this year they are 
confronted with a new challenge. 
The AHORA room has been 
moved to a small room in the 
cafeteria where the career resource 
center used to be(the Career 
Resource Center has been moved 
to the third floor in the Arts 
building). There is hardly any room 
to conduct the activities, which 
used to be held. Hardly four 
students fit in the room at one time. 
I was surprised when I went to the 
AHORA office on the first week 
of school, as I watched AHORA 
students stand at the door, while 
talking about the new change. 
AHORA’s purpose is to be a 
resource center for Latinos, where 
they receive tutoring, college 
advice, SAT prep, workshops and 
guidance as to how to be a 
successful Latino in the midst of a 
society with racial tension .

Over the summer, if you paid 
attention to the news, you might 
have heard or read reports regard- 
ing the alien northern Snakehead 
fish which causes much worry for 
the environmentally concerned. 
Imported from Asia and Africa, this 
fish was first discovered in a pond 
located in Crofton, Maryland where 
it had been previously discarded. 
Since than, it has spread to seven 
different states including Hawaii, 
Florida, California, Maine, Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island, threaten- 
ing the natural ecosystem in which 
it currently inhabits. 

Environmentalists’ main 
concerns with the fish are its size, 
rapid growth and its ability to move 
and live on land for up to 3 days. 


Because of its size, the Snakehead . 


consumes much of the wild life 
around it such as smaller fish, frogs, 
birds and even small mammals. 
Because it is able to live and travel 
outside water, the fish has “walked” 
to various neighboring ponds and 
aquatic areas. In this way, it has 
spread itself rapidly, disturbing the 
ecosystem every pond it inhabits. 
Unlike other breeds of its species, 
the fish also has a large temperature 
range of zero to thirty degrees 
Celsius (32 to 86 degrees 
Fahrenheit) and it is in no means 
limited to its habitat, becoming a 
menace in water and, to a lesser 
extent, on land as well. 

- On the other hand, the 
Snakehead does have natural 
predators. Smaller Snakeheads, for 
instance, are eaten by larger fish, but 
a full- grown 3- foot fish, is known 
only fear crocodiles and alligators,

species is not an option! Presently, 
wildlife officials have poisoned the 
Maryland pond in which the fish 
was first discovered with the chemi- 
cal rotenone, as it was agreed that 
this was the only real solution to 
removing the fish. Rehabilitation 
of the pond and a restoration of 
regional fish has since begun. 
Such an ecological problem 
as this isnot uncommon. Just afew 
years ago, biologists ran into a 
similar problem involving Zebra 
Mussels, which drove out much of 
the vegetation and wild life within 
the reason. These mussels caused a 
problem for marine transportation as 
well, and large sums went into 
protecting our environment from 
this alien species. Many other 
examples can be found around the 
world from ecological problems 
such as the zebra mussels and the 
Snakehead to the more dramatic 
spread of deadly diseases among 
people. Understanding these 
examples, we should thus become 
more cautious when introducing one 
foreign living creature to an entirely 
new environment. Most often, we 
will see that it causes havoc for the 
natural environment and often 
introduced species as well.

iRobot

Robots and artificial intelli- 
gence are terms of the future. Every 
one would appreciate a robot but- 
ler. A machine that cooks, cleans, 
and never complains. That future is 
now one-step closer to reality. 
Roomba, automatic room cleaner, 
was developed by the Somerville- 
based iRobot Corp. This little round 
diskette not only moves around in 
your room without human control 
but it also vacuums at the same time. 
Why waste time cleaning your room 
when someone else can do it all for 
you? However, the Roomba is the 
first of its kind, so it can only 
vacuum the floor, it cannot pick up 
your books and bags or dust the 
shelf. 

The same company, iRobot, 
also makes PackBot military droids, 
which are used to detect mines traps, 
and other hidden secrets. The 
Roomba is much less sophisticated. 
It was built to be affordable. If 
successfully introduced into the 
market then it will be the pioneer of 
robot sales in an average housing. 
The Roomba is a six-pound battery- 
powered disk with just enough in- 
telligence to scour the dust and dirt 
form carpets and bare floor. A user 
can turn it on and leave it. Roomba 
will find its way around the room 
using a combination of infrared sen- 
sors and navigation software pro- 
grammed into its tiny brain. It 
moves at a rate of one foot per sec- 
ond. With a circular movement, the 
Roomba slowly spins around the 
room using bumper sensors to avoid 
the walls and stairs. Small brushes 
under the robot rotate and clean the 
floor or carpet as it travels. 

For a normal size room it will 
take about half and hour to clean.

Ethiopia: A Country 
In Crisis

Ethiopia, found in the eastern 
part of Africa, is renowned for its 
unique location along the horn of the 
continent, and as well for its 
historical triumph as one of the only 
two nations in Africa to evade 
European colonization. Today 
however, itis more promptly known 
for its soaring human mortality rate, 
caused mainly by the onset of the 
AIDS epidemic. Known to be 
among the poorest nations in the 
world, the poverty crisis in the 
country continues to increase such 
as the problematic spread of the HIV 
virus which causes AIDS. 
According to recent statistics, over 
three million Ethiopians have been 
infected with the HIV/AIDS virus. 
With over 10% of the Adult 
population infected, itis not hard to 
understand the telling trend that sex 
is the prime force of transmission. 
Passed on to newborn babies in 
some cases, the AIDS problem 
remains as well a concern among the 


Ethiopian children population. 
The HIV/AIDS epidemic is 
caused by several problems, but its 
unrestrained spread is mainly due to 
the weakness of the Ethiopian 
government. Concerning the AIDS 
problem, the government has failed 
the Ethiopian people in many 
aspects. The emphasis on war with 
Eritrea, which has been the case 
since the mid 90’s, has diverted the 
attention of the government away 
from the AIDS issue, and towards 
military supplies and tactics. The 
lack of AIDS education, causing the 
persistence of sex without condoms, 
has not helped the situation in the 
country. Disallowing a financial 
effort towards HIV/AIDS relief, the 
unrelenting war with Eritrea has 
caused the Ethiopian economy to 
reach new lows. With the AIDS 
epidemic at its worst it has yet to 
receive the media attention it 
deserves, both locally and 
internationally. AIDS is presently a 
problem in Ethiopia and it is a 
distress that people here and around

Pierce-stabbing Trial

It was on the 25" of 
September two years ago that Paul 
Pierce, the lead all-star of the Boston 
Celtics, was stabbed eight times 
inside of a local Boston night club. 
The trial of the three men accused 
of stabbing Pierce opened on 
Tuesday, Sept. 17 with lawyers 
claiming each was wrongly 
identified in the nightclub fight 
which caused the incident. Tony 
Battie, a fellow teammate of Paul 
Pierce, and his brother Derrick 
Battie, had been with Pierce at the 
club that night but did not witness 
the actual brawl. They had been 
notified of a fight by others inside. 
In an attempt to help their friend, 
Tony and Derrick Battie pushed 


against the crowd and ran to a back ~ 
_ room, where Pierce was found

recovered from back, chest, abdo- 
men, and lung problems. 

William Ragland, 20, 
Anthony Hurston, 33, and Trevor 
Watson, 35, are charged with armed 
assault with intent to murder and 
related charges for stabbing Paul 
Pierce. Each has pleaded innocent. 

In their opening statement, the 
defense lawyers of the accused men 
acknowledged the fact that their 
clients did attend a private party at 
the club that night, but did not 
however take part in the fighting. ~~ 
Prosecutors claim it was Ragland 
who started the fight, confronting 
Pierce after Pierce began conversa- 
tion with his female cousin. Claim- 
ing that the “fight was a barroom

The Downside of MCAS Mutiny 


Three weeks before the an- 
nual MCAS exam is administered, 
students usually spend a large por- 
tion of their time in school hearing 
more than they'd like to about the 
importance of the exam, especially 
about the importance of trying your 
hardest when taking it. The MCAS, 
many teachers explain, is important 
not only because it is a graduation 
requirement, but also because of its 
usefulness as a self-assessment tool 
and the way it teaches test-taking 
skills. 

This spring, however, the at- 
titude in Cambridge was decidedly 
different. On April 23, while the 
Number Two pencils were already 
being sharpened, the Cambridge 
School Committee made the an- 
nouncement that the MCAS would 
no longer be a graduation require- 
ment in the Cambridge Public 
Schools. Students, the Committee 
announced, would be able to gradu- 
ate from CRLS regardless of their 
MCAS scores if they fulfilled 
CRLS's graduation requirements. 

Amere twenty days later, stu- 
dents began taking the exam, ex- 
pected to try their hardest despite the 
















fact that three weeks ago, the high- 
est education authority in the city 
had admitted that the MCAS 
"doesn't make sense." With the 
graduation requirement lifted, 
CRLS plummeted sixteen rungs in 
the statewide standings, from an al- 
ready-disappointing 213 to 229. 
Regardless of whether or not 
you agree with the School Commit- 
tee's decision, itis clear that the tim- 
ing of the announcement could not 
have been worse. Twenty days be- 
fore the exam, while their teachers 
were still stressing the importance 
of the test, students were suddenly 
receiving a conflicting message 
from an even higher authority. It 
would have been ridiculous to ex- 
pect CRLS students to do well on 
the exam when their own School 
Committee had deemed the MCAS 
flawed beyond repair. Any hopes of 
Cambridge's improving in the state 
standings had been eliminated. 
Not only was the announce- 
ment made at the worst time possi- 
ble, but the decision itself, to defy 
state regulations, may have serious 
consequences as well. While the 
reward for performing well on the 


Rindge & Latin High School 
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MCAS is increased funding, the 
penalty for defying the state MCAS 
law could include a loss of funds or 
even lawsuits. On the night the de- 
cision was made, Mayor Michael 
Sullivan made it clear that we do not 
have the resources to fight any le- 
gal action that the state might take. 
Instead of voting to disobey state 
laws, perhaps a more practical le- 
gal method of fighting the exam 
could have been found, such as 
speaking out against the MCAS on 
Beacon Hill, or working to reform 
the test instead of abolishing it. As 
unfair as a state-mandated exam 
may be, it certainly seems like a 
better alternative to having tunds 
taken from the Cambridge Public 
Schools. 

On the night the decision was 
made, eighteen Cambridge residents 
spoke out at the School Committee 
meeting against the MCAS, while 
none spoke in favor of keeping it. 
Perhaps the School Committee felt 
pressured to make the decision 
when they did, when there was ob- 
viously overwhelming public sup- 
port. Now, however, we have to be 
prepared to face the consequences.

Three very different sides are fight- 
ing for supremacy, the superpow- 
ers of the United States and China, 
along with an underground politi- 
cal terror organization, the Global 
Liberation Army. 

Each side will employ mark- 
edly unique approaches to warfare. 
The US tactics will focus on hi-tech 
weaponry and a limited ground 
force, whereas the Chinese will use 
brute force and sheer numbers to 
win, not to mentioned heavy doses 
of extremely effective firepower. 
The GLA will use stealth tactics to 
overpower the US technical advan- 
tage and an ever-increasing Chi- 
nese army.

The engine gives the player 
even more of an immersive experi- 
ence and tense control over the battle- 
field. One of the big new features we 
are adding to the C&C series is a 
‘hero’ unit of sorts - you will have a 
choice of generals that you will be 
able to bring into battle. Depending 
on the general you choose, you will 
use completely different tactics and 
strategies to defeat your enemy. 

The hero unit has been a re- 
cent trend in RTS and will be one of 
the focal points to gameplay in 
Warcraft the battlefield, and will pro- 
vide you with specialized weaponry 
and units. 

Generals will also feature 
some brand new units that have not 
been used in previous Command and 
Conquer games. Anew Aurora Strike 
Fighter will have supersonic capabil- 
ity, allowing it to make quick air 
strikes before the enemy even knows 
what happened.

Decides to Leave CRLS

After only a few weeks 
at CRLS, a teacher from the 
Fulbright Exchange Pro- 
gram, school five Spanish 
teacher Sally Johnson de- 
clared that she no longer 
wanted to be at CRLS. For 
specific reasons unknown 
(or untold) Ms. Johnson left 
our school. 

Ms. Johnson had been 
teaching evening Spanish 
courses to adults for three 
hours a night in Spain, an 
extremely different setting 
than that of CRLS. 


Fulbright told her that she- 


would be teaching four 
courses a day with no more 
than 22 students per class. 
Such an assumption is hard 
to make before the first week 















of school due to changes in 
scheduling and demand 
from students. Upon arrival, 
she was given five classes to 
teach, with some classes 
having up to 26 students, a 
significant difference from 
what she was told to expect 
by the Fulbright Program. 
Within the first two 
weeks of school, administra- 
tors had to visit Ms. 
Johnson’s classroom to deal 
with unruly students, and on 
one occasion, to break up a 
fight. It seems that she was 
unable to control the large 
groups of students in her 
classes who were dramati- 
cally different in behavior 
than her adult students in 
Spain. Rather than having a 
small group of mature 
adults, she fell into a sea of

teenagers with raging hor- 
mones (who may have been 
forced to take her class). It 
is important to keep in mind 
that the Fulbright Exchange 
Program does not force 
teachers to go abroad, quite 
the contrary the program 
was created to be a learning 
experience for teachers de- 
signed to benifit both them 
and students. 

Other reasons such as 
the distance between her 
resisdence and the school 
may have been factors in 
Ms. Johnson’s decision to 
leave. The Register Forum 
was unable to reach her to 
hear her opinions and rea- 
sons for leaving, so the true 
causes for her decision may 
remain forever untold to 
CRLS students.

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RSTA to Solve 
Internship Problems

Students looking to 
explore "School-to-Ca- 
reer" options (such as in- 
ternships) may have no- 
ticed that there are far 
fewer choices currently 
available than there have 
been in recent years. By 
the beginning of the 
school year, CRLS's in- 
ternship programs had 
fizzled out, although 
changes are currently be- 
ing made in order to bring 
them back in a new and 
improved format. 

Maria Ferri, a 
School-To-Career Spe- 
cialist in the Rindge 
School of Technical Arts 
(RSTA) says that the lack 
of internship options was 
caused by "a lack of struc- 
ture in the system.” Ferri, 
having worked as a 
School-To-Career special- 
ist for ten years, played an 
integral part in creating 
many of the internship 
programs in which CRLS 
had participated, in con- 
junction with colleges and 
universities such as

As 
opposed to co-ops, internships 
are centered around a student's 
career interests, involving an 
academic component within 
school.

Despite the fact that in- 
ternships are not available this 
year, there are actions that stu- 
dents who are interested in 
pursuing internships next year 
can take. "Our main goal,"

Since the earliest days 
of organized learning, the 
school has long been the 
symbol of education. It’s a 


place where, through disci- _ 


pline, teachers give the 
youth of this country the ba- 
sic skills they will need to 
survive in this society.

The Trappings of 
Standardized Testing 


In 1926, Carl Brigham created the very first version of the Scholastic Aptitude Test (SAT). A strong believer in IQ testing, Brigham hoped to use 


the SAT as a fair predictor of applicants’ college grades, thus selecting students who would most benefit from a post-secondary education. In the 
decades that followed, the SAT's influence and prestige throughout the country grew by leaps and bounds. Today it serves as the overwhelmingly 
dominant judge for those seeking higher education in America. 

Over the past summer, the College Board (non-profit organization that now owns the SAT) announced its intention to revolutionize the test in the 
hopes of effectively altering the educational standards of the nation's high schools. Beginning in 2005, the test will no longer include the infamous 

“analogy section", or the segment on quantitative comparisons. The math section will be revamped to include more advanced level coursework, and 
additional reading passages will be implemented into the verbal section of the test. Along with this the College Board plans to add a grammar and essay 
writing section, complete with multiple choice grammar questions and an essay. The perfect score is situated to rise from a 1600 (presently) up to a 
2400. 

In response to questions regarding the changing of the test, Gaston Caperton, president of the College Board stated: “In its original form it was an 
~~ 1Q test. What we have done is take the SAT and make it into something that tests reasoning and developed skill." 

It is not hard to understand the appeal of standardized tests as a means of educational accountability. Not only are they relatively inexpensive to 
administer, they can be easily mandated and rapidly implemented into various systems. They also deliver clear, visible results to the public; at least on 
the outside. In reality, the tests often evade the complicated questions at the heart of educational accountability. What do the tests really measure? Do 
they measure capability and promise, or raw academic intelligence? An even more difficult question arises: What are the effects on the schools and 
students when tests are used as the sole calculation of their performance?

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Discovery of the 
Fat Gene

Researchers in Sweden 
claim that they have discovy- 
ered the gene, which con- 
trols fat of the body. The 
HMGI-C genes in mice and 
humans are 98 percent iden- 
tical. Based on their re- 
search, the team realized all 
three genes, but specifically 
HMGI-C, are essential to 
cell growth and differentia- 
tion during embryo develop- 
ment. They designed a study 
to determine if HMGI-C in 
mice might have any effect 
on fat accumulation. The re- 
searchers discovered that the 
obese mice had HMGI-C in 
their fat tissues and the lean 
mice did not. To prove that 
the HMGI-C gene was the 
controlling factor in fat ac- 
cumulation, they produced 
mice that lacked either one 
or both copies of the gene. 
Professor Sven Enerback 
and Anna Cederberg at the 
Institute for Genetic Medi- 
cine in Gothenburg have dis- 
covered the gene. 

They injected mice 
with the “gene” and found 
that these mice developed 


spite eating as much as nor- 
mal mice. They have named 
the gene “FOXC2” and 
opine that it ‘burns up’ fat 
rather than storing it. 

The lead investigator, 
Professor Enerback, said 
that the gene also occurs 
naturally in mice. They are 
therefore very confident 
that the gene will do the 
same for humans as it did 
for the mice. They high- 
lighted those mice under 
experiment (transgenic 
mice), which eat as much as 
other normal mice, weigh 
the same, but have three 
times less body fat. The ex- 
tra weight is made up by 
muscle in these mice. Re- 
searchers are not sure re- 
garding the mechanism of 
action. The research results, 
which have been published 
in the American medical 
magazine Cell, also show 
that the transgenic mice are 
able to easily turn their fat 
cells into heat energy rather 
than store it. Researchers 
hope that their research will 
lead to a medicine that will 
increase the effect of this 
gene in humans and thereby 
offer protection from obe- 
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Boston Rent Control: 


Something Must Be Done!

You may have 
noticed that rent in the 
Boston area are ridiculously 
high. To give you an idea of 
how high prices are, today, 
one can expect to pay an 
average of $1,700 a month 
for just a two bedroom 
apartment! Substantially 
greater than Boston rents 
from just a decade ago, prices 
are putting many residents 
out of homes. As housing 
advisor Pat Canavan told the 
Boston Globe just a few 
weeks ago, “we can’t have a 
city that makes it difficult for 
lower- income households to 
survive.” 

Surveys show that 
Boston housing is the most 
expensive in the country. 
Part of this is due to the city’s 
lack of available housing. As 
popular as the Hub is to 
citizens and outsiders alike, 
with the economy entering a 
recession and unemployment 
rates growing, something 
must be done. Statistics show 
that the median price of a 
single-family house in 
Chelsea, the least stable city 
among those in the Boston 
area, is $331,900 at average. 
As city manager Jay Ash 
reports, Chelsea alone has 
witnessed a 117% percent 
increase in housing costs. In 
areas where there is such a 
lack of houses, affordable or 


not, no doubt there will be 


some competition. Only 
7.8% of Chelsea’s housing 
stock consists of single- 


. family homes due to the 


cities past economic 
problems. Ironically, the 
region’s poorest city now has 
the highest percent rise in 
housing prices. 

With low interest 
rates in home buying, the 
market has since opened up 
to many families who were 
previously unable to 
purchase homes. However, 
the downside is becomming 
more apparent. Because 
more people are able to put a 


_ down payment on a home 


closer to the city’s work 
center, competition now 
causes a huge and 
escalating problem. 
Recently, Mayor Thomas 
M. Menino proposed such 
a solution aimed at reviving 
rent control in Boston. In 
1994, a similar plan was 
proposed and rejected by 
Massachusetts’s voters. 
However, Menino’s plan for 
“rent stabilization” would 
allow tenants to appeal 
substantial rises in rent, 
rather than the 1994 
proposal which specified 
how much landlords could 
raise rents. The problem 
with the 1994 proposal was 
that it didn’t factor in the 
income of a tenant. 
Because rents were fixed, 
often Boston ran into a 
situation where a tenant was 
earning far more than his/ 
her landlord did. This, 
officials agreed, was unfair 
to landlords. 

Under Menino’s 
plan, landlords would be 
unable to raise rents more 
than once a year. Tenants 
who are disabled, elderly or 
those who earned a low or 
moderate income could 
appeal increases greater 
than five percent of the 
price. Although this seems 
to be one solution to the 
incredibly high and rising 
market prices, others 
disagree, claiming that the 
problem exists in the 
shortage of housing. Rent 
control is not the way to 
solve this problem. 
Although this is helpful to 
tenants, the proposal places 
the problem directly on 
landlords rather than 
spreading it throughout the 
society. 

Perhaps rent contre! 
is not the way to go, as some 
officials say. However, 
whichever way we go about 
solving this problem, one 
thing is clear: something 
must be done! Those who 
earn very little, in Boston , 
deserve a place to live just 
as those who earn a lot 
deserveto!

He simply 
states his reply as, “because 
they have been bombing us 
for so long.” Wimsatt feels 
that the suburbs are a hor- 
rible place filled with igno- 
rant people. This is why he 
feels that we should “Bomb 
the suburbs.” 

The book consists of 
journal entries from 
wimsatt's life. The journal 
concentrates on his hitch 
hiking trips to different cit- 


ies in the United States - 


These trips have stops in 
Philadelphia, Boston, and 
Chicago to name a few. He 
also explains how he was 
educated.

Some Cosmetics Show Health Risks

There is a new study 
being done that shows that 
there are ingredients in our 
cosmetics and shampoos 
that are actually more dam- 
aging than helpful. Many 
scientists are concerned 
about an ingredient called 
sodium lauryl sulfate, which 
is found in about 90% of 
shampoos. Sodium laury] 
sulfate is also known as so- 
dium dodecyl sulfate (SDS), 
sodium laureth sulfate 
(SLES), and sodium laurel 
sulfate (SLS). The chemical 
has been proven to actually 
damage protein formation in 
eye tissue in young animals. 
This is enough to cause con- 
cern about the possibility of 
ocular tissue malformation 
and blindness in infants and 
young children. There is a 
difference in SLS intake of 
animals and with humans. In 
animal studies, SLS intake is 
higher in young animal eye 
tissue, compared to the adult 
animals, and shows disper- 
Sion into the eye and other 





tissues like the brain, heart, 
liver, etc. SLS also showed 
long-term retention in tis- 
sues, up to five days after a 
single drop. 

There is a concern 
about cataract formation and 
SLS is present as a main in- 
gredient in most shampoos 
as well as most baby sham- 
poos. SLS is a culprit of a 
lot of negative reactions to 
the human. SLS is a known 
skin irritant, which is only 
one of the many reactions 
that it causes to the skin. In 
fact, SLS is used as a labo- 
ratory set for irritating skin 
and inducing contact derma- 
titis. SLS is useful in labo- 
ratory testing because of its 
capability to penetrate and 
damage the skin barrier. It 
causes roughness to the skin 
as well as enhancing aller- 
gic responses to other tox- 
ins and allergens. 

Another hazardous in- 
gredient is Propylene Gly- 
col. It is used as anti-freeze, 
airplane de-icer, and brake 
fluid. The MSDS (Material 
Safety Data Sheet) gives 
propylene glycol a warning 


to avoid skin contact. Who 
would ever think that this 
chemical is in beauty 
creams, cleansers, makeup, 
and other cosmetics that we 
use? Recent findings have 
shown that propylene gly- 
col has severe health effects. 
It has been found to cause 
contact dermatitis, kidney 
damage, and liver abnor- 
malities in various clinical 
human and animal studies. 
Propylene glycol causes 
measurable toxicity to hu- 
man cells. Itis also reported 
to directly alter cell mem- 
branes. In skin problems, it 
causes contact allergies and 
dermatitis, skin thickening 
and skin dehydration. 
Chronic surface damage 
was also observed. It’s best 
to protect yourselves from 
these chemicals and read 
the labels of shampoos, 
toothpastes, liquid soaps, 
gels and other skin products 
to check for these ingredi- 
ents. Switch to an alterna- 


_tive that does not contain 


these chemicals to prolong 
any more damage.

investigators weren’t pre- 
pared to take the situation 
lightly. They were on a strict 
watch all throughout Mon- 
day and were working fast 
on following all leads they 
could find. 

Luckily no students 
were hurt, however students 
felt vulnerable and scared 
enough to leave the building. 
Others used the situation as 
an excuse to get out of 
school. Because it was too 
easy to scare people away 
from school, it may raise 
questions about the security 
here at Rindge. Violence has 
declined at CRLS in past 


years and school administra- 
tors have felt that the school 
is safe enough to have an 
open campus. If an open 
campus can make students 
feel vulnerable when a 
“threat” is made, questions 
arise about the safety of 
CRLS students and faculty. 
Some schools use metal de- 
tectors and lock doors to en- 
sure safety. CRLS has felt 
like a safe place to learn, 
entrusting students with 
resposibility which they 
have used well to this point. 
Hopefully one occurance of 
abuse of trust wont change 
things for us.

She had cancer for 
longer than I've been alive. 
The doctors told me she 
should have died twenty 
years ago; but they were 
judging by statistics, and 
Ada Kleiman is no statistic. 

In 1993, at 84 years 
old, Ada developed a mys- 
terious circulation abnor- 
mality that forced her into 
the hospital in '94. The 
doctor's couldn't figure out 
what was wrong: the tips of 
her toes, ears, nose and fin- 
gers were slowly losing cir- 
culation and turning black-- 


she was dying, from the out- 
side in. Eventually (the med- 
ics proposed), this dead skin 
would wrap its way up her 
arms, legs, and heart, and 
she would die. So Ada had 
them removed; the fingers of 
her left hand, the top of her 
ears, parts of her feet and 
nose, that was it, they were 
gone. 

I remember visiting her 
in the hospital after the sur- 
gery..I sat right beside her, 
leaned in real close. Ada lay 
there anchored to her bed, 
while I listened to her tell me 
about the beauty of life. I 
was nine years old, and she 
was the most beautiful per-

The first stroke came 
when she was in her late 
80's. Upon recovery from 
her third stroke, Ada found 
herself unable to read or 
write. For my sixteenth 
birthday, she re-taught her- 
self the alphabet, one letter 
at a time; she was 92 years 
old. The handwritten birth- 
day card Ada sent me that 
year was the most meaning- 
ful gift I've ever received: it 
took her two months to com- 
plete. 

A miscarriage had left 
Ada unable to give birth, yet 

_she had more children than 
anyone I've ever met. The 
number of cards she re- 
ceived each Mother's Day 
could best even those re- 
ceived by Santa Claus at 
Christmas. Dozens of these 
were from congregants 
around the Boston area who 


had joined the previously 
dying membership of a 
small synagogue in 
Somerville. Along with her 
husband, Morry Kleiman, 
Ada dedicated much of her 
post-retirement energy into 
restoring this community; 
with their help, membership 
rose from a handful of regu- 
lars to several hundred fami- 
lies. 

Ada taught me that you 
don't need to preach, or lec- 
ture, or command, to inspire. 
You don't need to part seas, 
or move mountains; you 
don't need to be rich, you 
don't need to be selfish, to 
get things done. You can do 
things piece by piece, day by 
day, one small miracle at a 
time. And anyone who says 
otherwise should consider 
just where he or she is 
headed. 

Ada saw the best in 
people; she brought out the 
best in people, and that is the 
mark of true character. She 
gave of her time, her money, 
her heart and her life, and 
she gave of them gladly. She 
taught us patience. She gave 
us perspective. She bettered 
my world, one chocolate 


chip cookie at a time. More 
important than any lesson I 
learned in grade school or 
textbooks, Ada showed me 
respect, the importance of 
tolerating others, and how to 
toss a good salad. She taught 
me to believe in love, to ap- 
preciate my surroundings, to 
voice my opinions, to tie my 
shoes. I learned old songs 
and. lullabies from genera- 
tions before my time; and I 
learned what it means when 
they say "against-all-odds." 
They mean Ada. 

In everything she did, 
Ada was a miracle. Her life 
was spent in giving back to 
the world, and I know her 


. work has not gone unappre- 


ciated. As they always say: 
"In the end, we take to our 
graves only that which we 
have given away." I was 
given the opportunity to 
know and love Ada 
Kleiman. It has been the 
greatest honor of my life. 

Ada passed away the 
day after Thanksgiving, at 
3:47 am. 12/12/1908-11/29/ 
2002 

-I sat by the bed, with 
her head in my hands, and 
said goodbye. 


Voting Age should be Lowered

technology that is a size 
comparable to that found in 


nature. However, the key- 
boards are the first of their 


kind, and can’t be built into 


the gadgets they work with, 


so that they can disappear 
when not in use, but maybe 
in the future they will. 

The benefits of having 
one of these keyboards are 
that their small size and 
lower power consumption 
allows manufacturers to in- 
tegrate these keyboards di- 
rectly into their devices 
without significantly in- 
creasing the size or power 
consumption of the device.

Qwerty layout of the key- 
boards allows for input 
speeds in excess of 50 
words-per-minute, with er- 
ror rates similar to that of a 
standard physical keyboard 
setting a new measure in 
mobile input performance.

Protest at The School of The Americas

Over 10,000 people 
from around the world 
gathered at Fort Benning, in 
Columbus, Georgia, for a 
3 day protest on November 
15 - 17, calling for the clo- 
sure of the School of the 
Americas, or as it is now 
named, the Western Hemi- 
sphere Institute for Security 
Cooperation. A total of 96 
protesters were arrested at 
the demonstration. Protest- 
ers say that the SOA is re- 
sponsible for the killings of 
thousands of people, and 
teaching thousands of 
young Latino men to be 
savage murderers. 

The Western Hemi- 
sphere Institute for Security 
Cooperation (WHISC), for- 
mally known as the SOA, 
is the U.S. Army’s princi- 
pal Spanish-language train- 
ing facility for Latin Ameri- 
can military personnel. The 
SOA was established in 
1946, and then closed down 
in 2001. The military 
school was reopened as 
WHISC, offering many of 
the same classes as the 
SOA. The SOA has trained 
nearly 60,000 Latin Ameri- 
can soldiers in combat 
skills and psychological 
warfare. There has been 
controversy for many years 
over the actions of the stu- 
dents after they have gradu- 
ated from the school. A 
Panamanian newspaper 
called the SOA “School of 
Assasins”, because of the 
killings in the Latin Ameri- 
can countries to which 
these graduates return to.

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Book Review: Nickel and Dimed

I admit to having some 
doubts going into my read- 
ing of Barbara Ehrenreich’s 
Nickel and Dimed. I had 
heard before reading it that 
it was the story,,,.of 
Ehrenreich’s attempt to. see 
if, severing all ties with the 
upper middle-class world, 
she could survive as an em- 
ployee at some of America’s 
lowest-paying jobs. I as- 
sumed that Nickel and 
Dimed would be an attempt 
to shock me with the horrors 
of the lower-class world and 
the hidden wickedness of 
working-class-employing 
corporations. I have never 
been easily shocked by this 
type of novel, so I had noth- 
ing but low expectations for 
Nickel and Dimed. 

Fortunately, 
Ehrenreich is, for the most 
- part, too smart to try to shock 
her readers. Instead, she uses 
her story to question our ste- 
reotypes of the poor, de- 
scribes the poignant emo- 
tional attachments she de- 
veloped with her fellow 
workers, and, yes, does pro- 
vide some information on 
waitressing, house-cleaning 
(as a maid) and working at 





































Wal-Mart that is actually 
eye-opening. It is also quite 
interesting to read 
Ehrenreich’s descriptions of 
how quickly she came to 
view the middle-class de- 
mographic, which she in- 
habited only months ago, as 
the enemy. 

The weak points in 
Ehrenreich’s story occur 
when she does try to shock 
her readers. Her book in- 
cludes numerous footnotes, 
which quote from studies 
about working-class life, at 
the rate of about one lengthy 
footnote per three pages of 
text. These footnotes come 
across as an attempt to scare 
her readers with percentages 
and demographics, and, 
while some are interesting, 
the majority of them only 
interrupt the momentum of 
her story. 

Ehrenreich is able to 
put these studies to better 
use in her last chapter, a 
summary and assessment of 
how she did in the working- 
class world (she did not end 
up being able to make 
enough money to stay 
afloat, despite sometimes 
working two jobs). In this 
chapter, instead of using her 
numbers to shock us, she 


uses them to challenge the 
notion that poverty is for 
people who are too lazy to 
find jobs. She cites statistics 
showing that the majority of 
Americans below the poy- 
erty line are not too lazy or 
incompetent to find jobs, but 
are, in fact, working at or just 
above minimum wage. 

By far, however, the 
most interesting part of 
Ehrenreich’s story is when 
she describes her eventual 
return to her old, wealthy 
lifestyle. "To go from the 
bottom 20 percent [of the 
economic spectrum] to the 
top 20 percent," she says, "is 
to enter a magical world 
where needs are met [and] 
problems are solved." 
Ehrenreich states in her fi- 
nal pages that performing 
work that no one else will 
do, without a word of 
thanks, so society can func- 
tion, is one of the biggest 
sacrifices you can make. 
Shame, she says, is the emo- 
tion we must feel, for con- 
sidering this noble sacrifice 
to be worth a mere $7.50 an 
hour. In these few sentences, 
Ehrenreich, unlike many 
other authors, accomplished 
the feat of shocking me. And 
she didn’t even try.

would not stop in its war against 
terrorism. One year later, not only 
does our nation’s struggle con- 
tinue, but it may be reaching its 
boiling point. 

Though war and terrorism 
were two subjects forever in the 
minds of listeners, the president 
used the first twenty minutes of his 
one-hour speech to address topics 
other than the looming possibility 
of war. Bush started off by briefly 
mentioning the progress of recent 
implementations to our nation 
such as new education reforms 
and the Department of Homeland 
Security.-The president then ex- 
plained the status of our economy, 
honestly depicting one that has 
been struck hard by recession, ter-

slated for 2004 and 2006 would 
come into effect this year. Under 
his plan, 92 million Americans 
would keep an average of 1,000 
dollars of their own money. Other 
economic plans also included over 
400 billion dollars within the next 
decade to be put towards medi- 
care. 

In another segment of 
Bush’s speech, he shifted focus 
slightly, stating an attempt for 
America to promote more energy 
dependence. That very evening 
the President proposed 1.2 billion 
dollars to be put towards the de- 
velopment of hydrogen-powered 
automobiles. It wasn’t long after 
before his focus shifted towards 
other nations. 

The AIDS epidemic in Af- 


rica is no secret as Bush made 
clear. He went on to explain the 
greatness of America and the re- 
sponsibility the country has as a 
global leader. Acknowledging that 
anti-retroviral drugs had de- 
creased from 1,200 dollars a year 
to only 300 dollars a year, Bush 
presented what he called, “A great 
opportunity to do so much for so 
many.” A proposal to Congress 
stated that within the next five 
years, up to 15 billion dollars 
would go towards an effort to 
combat the AIDS epidemic. 
Even after addressing such 
important and noteworthy topics 
involving the U.S. at home and 
abroad, when the President shifted 
attention towards Iraq, one 
couldn’t help but think that this 
was the highlight of the speech 
and the segment that everyone was 
waiting for. Before talking directly 
about Iraq, Bush addressed the 
topic of North Korea and used the 
nuclear armed country as an ex- 
ample of what the U.S. can not 
allow to happen with Iraq. Quickly 
and effectively, Bush stated that 
the U.N. inspectors weren’t sent 
into Iraq to conduct a scavenger 
hunt. He let it be known that 
Saddam Hussein had been asked 
to present any remaining banned

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Knight Proposes 


New Plan For CRLS

On Tuesday, January 14th, 
in a meeting held exclusively for 
Cambridge Rindge and Latin fac- 
ulty and staff, Principal Sybil 
Knight presented her plan for a 
high school that maximizes stu- 
dent opportunity under the lead- 
ership of one undisputed author- 
ity. 

Principal Knight’s vision 
does not bring back into question 
the choice option in which incom- 
ing students would select a desired 
school that he or she wished to 
attend. In a separate small schools 
plan, each 
school 
would 
have its 
own iden- 
tity and = 
style based ~ 
around the 
leadership 
of a dean. 
Principal 
Knight has © 
opted to 
disregard 
the autono- 
mous small schools concept, see- 
ing that it would only create more 
separation between students. In- 
stead, under one CRLS, there 










































would exist five “small learning 
communities,” all whose leader- 
ship would be entrusted to Princi- 
pal Knight opposed to a dean. 

The push for small schools 
first came into development un- 
der the leadership of Principal 
Paula Evans during the 2000-2001 
school year. The reconstruction 
was aided by the Bill and Melinda 
Gates Foundation in which over 
the span of four years 800,000 
dollars would go towards the de- 
velopment of the separate small 
schools system. With the resigna- 
tion of Paula Evans and the 
equally short term of Len Solo, 
Sybil Knight is looking towards 
different directions. For this rea- 
son, CRLS 
will be re- 
quired to re- 
turn the bulk 
of the rem- 
nants of the 
Bill and 
Melinda 
Gates funds. 

I n 
Knight’s 
new CRLS, 
student 
achievement 
would be 
highlighted above all else. All in- 
coming ninth graders would have 
the possibility of additional sup- 
port in math and literacy along 
with their standard ninth grade 
curriculum. In the tenth grade, all 
students would be allowed eligi- 
bility into RSTA. Along with the 
required courses eleventh and 
twelfth graders would be taking, 
there would also be specialized 
and enrichment courses based on 
the career goals and college prepa- 
ration of a student. 

In the constantly changing 
environment that is Cambridge 
Rindge and Latin, plans have been 
drawn and redrawn again, and 
programs have been scrapped. All 
attempts have been aimed towards 
a better education for students here 
at Rindge. Whether or not a new 
CRLS under Principal Knight will 
work, only time will tell. How-

_ever, in an interview with the prin- 


cipal, Ms. Knight made it clear 
that whether or not it be under her 
term of leadership or someone 
else’s, CRLS needs to have a mis- 
sion as a high school and there 
must be learning expectations set 
for its students.

Three Minutes: It’s 
Just Not Enough!

Having attended Rindge 
for four years now, I’ve grown 
accustomed to the rules, even 
though many often seem ridicu- 
lous and excessive. One of the 
biggest complaints I’ve heard 
about school this year, is the 
meager three minutes between 
classes. Whoever is responsible 
for enforcing this rule has prob- 
ably never walked through the 
hallways of CRLS on a normal 
school day. For those whose 
classes are spread throughout 
the school, it is practically (and 
physically?) impossible to get 
from one class to another in only 
three minutes. When one takes 
into account such factors as 
crowded hallways, the mile-an- 
hour saunter so characteristic of 
adolescents, and the annoying 
habit of some to stop in the 
middle of traffic and talk with 
their friends, it can easily take 
upwards of five minutes to get 
to class. Add in additional fac- 
tors like Stairs, and having to 
cross the crowded overpass, 
traveling time between classes 
adds up quickly. 

My schedule presents a 
perfect example of how three 
minutes is not nearly sufficient. 
Take my Monday morning 
schedule: I go from the second 
floor of the Rindge building to 
the second floor of the Arts 
building, to the fourth floor of 
the Rindge building, to the third 
floor of the arts building, and 
back to the third floor of the 
Rindge building. I certainly 
don’t try to sprint my way 
through the halls just to get to 


class on time, and fortunately for 
me, most of my teachers understand 
if a student is a few minutes late. 

Last year we had only one 
minute more between classes, but 
that one minute made all the differ- 
ence. According to the student 
handbook, technically students are 
not supposed to go to their lockers 
between classes. That’s fine in prin- 
ciple, but it’s hard to carry around 
school work for the first four peri- 
ods of the day without going to my 
locker. Also, what happens if a stu- 
dent needs to use the bathroom in- 
between classes, or get a drink of 
water? By doing either, one risks 
being marked tardy (and having to 
face the consequences, whatever 
they may be). 

One solution that has the po- 
tential to solve this problem, so long 
as people don’t abuse the system, 
is already being privately enforced 


by many teachers: By allowing stu- 


dents at least three extra minutes 
after class officially starts (to use 
the bathroom, get a drink of water, 
or go toa locker), the time between 
classes feels much less rushed and 
hectic. Teachers could say that this 
three minutes actually means stu- 


_dents have six minutes to get to 


class, after which time they are of- 
ficially late, and must face whatever 
consequences the teacher wishes to 
implement. 

_ This system could be very 
beneficial for those students who do 
make an effort to be on time, but 


- are held up due to factors beyond 


their control. It would also benefit 
those students who wish to use the 
bathroom or get a drink during 
class. Teachers are always com- 
plaining when students interrupt a 
lesson to use the bathroom, and this 
would bring an end to the problem.

Although Cambridge is 
a liberal and diversified town, 


most people, who have never been 

refugees or immigrants, have a dif- 

ficult time comprehending the im- 
mensity of what these people 
may have faced or what they 
may have been through. I am 
among these people. Although 
I live in the same city and go 
to the same school with many 
different people, and although 
I think of myself as relatively 
open on issues such as these, 
I find I am naive and ill in- 
formed. Perhaps it is because 
I do not wish to witness such 
pain or fully face the harsh re- 
alities of the world. Witness- 
ing this play, and seeing so 
many CRLS people up on 
stage was an awakening. 

The Children of Herakles 
will continue to show at the ART 
until January 25". At every show 
there will be a new guest speaker, 
willing to tell their story and at 
some performances, there will be 
a movie afterward.

CRLS vs. State of Massachusetts

Adolescent public health 
poses persistent problems for gov- 
ernments throughout the world; 
Massachusetts and CRLS 
are no exception. When one 
combines issues of mental 
health, sexual activity and 
substance use (abuse), with 
the risky behavior so often 
characteristic of our teenaged 
youth, the results can be dev- 
astating. 

Recently compiled, 
the preliminary results of the 
CRLS Teen Health Survey 
(2002), distributed to stu- 
dents every-other year, brings up 
prominent statistics, regarding the 
health, safety and general 
wellbeing of the student body. Al- 
though far from ideal, Rindge teens 
have been making significant 
progress, lowering the frequencies 
of self-destructive behavior. When 


compared to state averages, 
Rindge statistics are even more 
impressive. 

Current use of alcohol, 
cigarettes and marijuana among 
CRLS students has steadily de-

creased since their recent peak 
in usage, in 1998. On the one 
hand, the fact that 36% of stu- 
dents report drinking alcohol 
(over the past 30 days) is nothing 
to brag about (especially since 
any underage drinking is illegal). 
But when compared to the 1998 


result of 50%, it is apparent that 
progress has been made. The same 
goes for Rindge's use of cigarettes 
and marijuana; dropping respec- 
tively from 21% to 13%, and 31% 
to 21%. 

CRLS is constantly 
being singled out due to low 
MCAS scores and other 
state-mandated standards 
and criteria. Yet Rindge 
places significantly lower 
than the state average for use 
of illicit drugs as well, dem- 
onstrated by the graph (1-1). 
Take the smoking of ciga- 
rettes, for example. The state 
average is twice as high as 
the percentage from Rindge 
students alone (26% and 13% re- 
spectively). This is no small feat 
for Cambridge teens. A diversely 
populated community of nearly 
2000 students, it looks as though 
someone , somewhere at Rindge, 
is doing something right. Round of 
applause please...

Af- 
ter his third album, Common took 
a whole other rout with his mu- 
sic, creating a new jazzy “hippie” 
style of Hip Hop that he still sticks 
to, with his newest release, “Elec- 
tric Circus.” The real question is, 
was this change for the better? 

Electric Circus is 
Common's fourth album. We have 
seen much change from this art- 
ist, and this album definitely 
proves it. The first thing that you 
notice from listening to this album 
is, Common is really trying too 
hard to sound different.The intro 
is a weird use of sounds over an 
abstract beat, and is a good indi- 
cation of what is to come from the 
rest of the album. ?uestlove of The 
Roots is the producer of the intro 
and for most of the tracks on the 
album. The combination of Com- 
mons lyrics and some unusual 
beats, make this album sound like 
no other on the market. 

“Soul Power” is our first 
glimpse of Common’s rhyming. 
Common's lyrics have not lost 
anything over the years. His word 


use, and his ability to write pow-- 


erful lines that move you, are still 
there. The beat is hard hitting, and 
has a really good voice sample, 
that common makes good use of. 
“New Wave,” featuring Latitia 
Sadier, is by far the best track on 
the album. First off, the beat is 
pure perfection, with a hard piano 





loop, and a chorus that is a com- 
plete flip from the verses, with a 
smooth organ sample. Common’s 
lyrics show how scary our world 
is. You can feel Common’s emo- 
tions almost bleeding from the 
track. 

The good doesn't come 
without the bad, as is the case with 
most albums. At times you feel 
that Common’s rhyming is way 
too strong for some weak produc- 
tion. Commons lyrics just don't 
match the beat on “Aquarius.” 
Some of the guest stars on the al- 
bum just don't work either. The 
first single off the album, “Come 
Close” featuring Mary J. Blige, is 
a prime example. Common isn't 
to bad, but Mary gets annoying 
by the end. “The Electric Wire 
Hustler Flower” featuring the gui- 
tarist of P.O.D., shows Common 
trying to hard too make it work, 
but in the end, itdoesn't. 

After listening to the whole 
album, you get the feeling that 
there was something missing. 
Where are the gritty, hard-hitting 
tracks that Common has shown us 
in the past? In conclusion, 
Common’s lyrics are superb, but 
the production is a little weak, It 
is an overall okay album.

Every year, some of the 
Grammy nominations are ex- 
pected while others are surprising 
or even cause for some contro- 
versy.

an Irish-rooted restaurant. In the heart of the Theatre District of Boston, 
there are many great places to eat, but one place stands out especially- 
Bennigan’s. D. Bennigan founded Bennigan’s Bar and Grille, after he 
had immigrated to America and was looking for taverns similar to that 
of his native Ireland. He looked for a place where he could enjoy great 
food and relax with family and friends. He found none, and that’s how 


Bennigan’s came about. 


Bennigan’s is a showcase for Irish pride with its greens sham- 
rocks, and pictures. It is not just another bar and grille. On any given 
night, there could be a full house, and it is no surprise considering the 
reasons. The food is affordable and delicious, the waiters are courteous 
and helpful, and the atmosphere is fabulous. For those reasons, I give 
Bennigan’s four and one half out of five stars. 

1. Food: The food at Bennigan’s includes traditional appe- 
tizers and entrees including: Buffalo wings, burgers, shrimps and chicken 
plates, and steaks cooked to order. There is a lot of creativity in the 
menu as well, especially in the naming of the food such as, the Big 
Irish, the Turkey O’Toole (which is absolutely delicious by the way), 
Death by Chocolate, and the Dubliner. 

Ying recommends: Turkey O’ Toole, Buffalo Chicken Sandwich, 
Grilled Shrimp, Kilkenny’s Country Chicken Salad, and 

Abbey’s Apple Sizzler (a must have dessert)

“About Schmidt” is written 
and directed by Alexander Payne 
the same man who directed the 
movie “Election.”

Martin Luther King 
Junior's birthday is a national 
holiday we take advantage of; 
several of us see this holiday as 
a day off from school. Dr. King 
led an astounding life that should 
be learned about. 

Dr. King was born on Janu- 
ary 15, 1929 in Atlanta, Georgia. 
He attended Morehouse College 
at the age of fifteen, then moved 
on to Crozer Theological Semi- 
nary, and nearby Boston Univer- 
sity. Following his education, he 
became the president of the 
Montgomery Improvement As- 
sociation, where his public career 
commenced. Mahatma Gandhi 
inspired Dr. King’s idea of non- 
violence for social change and all 
of his protests followed this ini- 
tiative. He boycotted against a 
racist bus company in Alabama 
and his popularity with the Afri- 
can-American community, along 
with white liberals, soared. Ina 
demonstration on August 28, 
1963, Dr. King delivered his in- 
famous “I have a dream” speech 
on the steps of the Lincoln Me- 
morial. At this time, he was re- 
ceiving much anguish from the 
white community, including an 
FBI agent, J. Edgar Hoover, who 
denounced King as “the most 
dangerous man in America, and 
a moral degenerate.” In Mem- 
phis, Tennessee, King was to 
campaign on a local sanitation 
workers’ strike, but was brutally 
murdered on April 4, 1968; 
James Earl Ray was convicted of 
this crime, but there is still con- 
troversy today as to whether he 
was the actual assassin. King’s 
life needed to be celebrated and 
his birthday became a national 


“holiday in 1986.

Rumsfeld 
Says No 
To Draft

In light of a possiabnle war 
with Iraq military officials at the 
pentagon including Charles 
Rangel, a New York democrat, 
have discussed on more than one 
occasion, the need for a draft.

A Farewell To Will McDonough

If I said Will McDonough 
was my favorite newspaper writer, 
I would be lying. In a city full of 
great sports-writers, one has to 
read everybody to understand ev- 
erything. What separated Will 
McDonough from everyone was 
Will McDonough. He was a South 
Boston native, a hard-nosed kid. 
He worked with the 
same demeanor 
while he searched 
for material that 
was fit to be writ- 
ten. 

McDonough 
had spent the last 
forty plus years 
writing for the Bos- 
ton Globe. He 
wrote a weekly ar- 
ticle that appeared 
in every Sunday 
edition, until Sun- 
day, January 12", 
2003. I searched 
through the Sunday 
sports section for 
Will McDonough’s 
column, not know- 
ing if it would be 
there or not. It was 
not, and that’s 
when [ realized that 
there will never be 
another Will 
McDonough column. 

McDonough died on the 
Thursday prior, January 9th, 
watching the 6 P.M. Sportscenter, 
a show he has had a big influence 
on. He inspired the creator of the 
daily sports information show, 
John A. Walsh, in the 80’s when 
the two worked together on CBS’s 
“The NFL Today.” Will 
McDonough blazed a trail for jour- 
nalists in general to take their 
knowledge to television. He 
wasn’t the first, Globe colleague 
and tennis journalist Bud Collins 
was, but McDonough became an 
NFL constant for for both CBS and 
later on, NBC. With NBC, he was 
the on-field reporter, and it is said 


he was the first to interview a 
coach at the beginning of halftime. 
He interviewed Redskins’ defen- 
sive-coordinator Fritz Shurmur 
while he was headed for the locker 
room after the first half against the 
Rams. Will McDonough was a 
pioneer. 

McDonough was the great- 
est sportswriter ever. Dating all the 
way back to the sixties, reading his 





columns were an event, packed 
with information only Will 
McDonough could get. He had a 
plethora of connections, especially 
in the NFL. McDonough was 
close to people from commis- 
sioner Paul Taglibu and, owners 
Art Modell and Al Davis, to head 
coach Bill Parcells, and players 
upon players. McDonough got his 
start with the Boston Globe in the 
seventies, when Leigh Montville 
and Ray Fitzgerald were the gen- 
eral columnists. Current colum- 
nists Bob Ryan and Peter 
Gammons were beat writers for 
the Celtics and Red Sox, respec- 
tively, as well. McDonough made 
a huge impact on the Patriots in 


1979, when he _ decked 
cornerback Raymond Clayborn 
after Clayborn poked the reporter 
in the eye... That. was 
McDonough; he did not give a 
damn. According to his son, Sean 
McDonough, Will once said “If 
you can dish it out, you should 
be willing to take it.” Sean, how- 
ever, was talking about his 
father’s writing style. 

A great number 
of people owe a debt 
of gratitude to Will 
McDonough. His 
friends will miss the 
Opportunity to give 
him information that 
they only trusted Will 
McDonough with. 
Friends like Bill 
Parcells, Paul 
Tagliabue, Al Davis, 
Robert Kraft, Whitey 
Bulger, 0.5: 
Simpson, and the list 
of comrades goes on 
and on. People also 
owe McDonough 
gratitude indirectly. If 
it wasn’t — for 
McDonough, TV and 
radio shows like New 
England Sports To- 
night, Larry King 
Live, 680 WRKO, 
850 WEEI, PTI, and 
Hannity and Colmes, 
wuicn all feature journalist, 
would either never have existed 
or would not be as successful. 
“Will McDonough was the great- 
est sports reporter of them all,” 
sayd longtime Globe colleague 
Bob Ryan. 

' This is the time of year, the 
NFL playoffs, where Will 
McDonough is at his best on the 
typewriter, but that typewriter is 
quiet today, with, according to 
Globe columnist Dan 
Shaughnessy, “nothing but a 
long-stem rose on his chair.” 
That chair will never be filled 
again. There will never be a 
sports journalist as great as Will

On Wednesday, February 
5", Secretary of State Colin 
Powell presented previously clas- 
sified U.S. intelligence to mem- 
bers of the United Nations. His 
presentation constitutes part of the 
Bush administration’s attempt to 
prove Iraq to be in breach of the 
obligations set by U.N. Security 
Council Resolution 1441, as well 
as solidify the United States’ case 
for immediate action against 
Saddam Hussein’s regime. 

During Powell’s ninety- 
minute address, the Secretary of 
State set out to convince nations 
hesitant to support U.S. unilateral 
action against Iraq that such ac- 
tion should be looked upon as their 
responsibility. Twelve years ago, 
countries that are now in opposi- 
tion of U.S. action (such as France, 
Russia, and Germany) helped 
placed Iraq under strict regulations 
with the Security Council Reso- 
lution 1441. Using intercepted 
voice recordings and satellite pho-

the area. Eyewitnesses claimed 
that-Iraq also had more than a 
dozen mobile laboratories capable 
of producing deadly chemical and 
biological weapons. Iraqi officials 
criticized Powell’s statements 
claiming them to be a little more 
than lies and deception. 

While Great Britain contin- 
ues to stand alongside the U.S. and 
their efforts, Powell’s presentation 






dressed issues pertaining to her 
recently stated initiatives for the 
coming school year. Clarification 
was established, regarding the 
five small “learning communi- 
ties” that will take the place of our 
current sysem of five small 
“schools.”. Principle Knight also 
spoke about advising, scheduling, 
and the posibility that music will 
once again brighten our halls in 
between classes.

IRA Suspected in Bogota Bombing

On Saturday, February 8th, 
a bombing rocked Bogota, Co- 
lombia. It is just another event 
that has helped raise fears of a 
terrorist campaign. Twenty 
people have died and over a 
hundred have been injured. 
No one has claimed respon- 
sibility for the bombing but 
Bogota officials have reason 
to suspect that a Marxist or- 
ganization known as the 


Forces of Colombia,’ are re- 
sponsible for it. 

An interesting twist to 
this story is the connection 


between the type of bomb used in 


Bogota and an ongoing trial in Co- 


lombia. Three men, believed to be 
part of a revolutionary organiza- 
tion in Northern Ireland known as 
the Irish Republican Army are on 
trial in Colombia for supposedly 
teaching members of the Colom- 
bian terrorist organization how to 
make bombs. Spokespeople for 
both the three men on trial and of-

ficials in land deny having any in- 
volvement in the bombing or hav- 
ing coached the 
Revolutionary Armed Forces 
on bomb-making techniques. The 
bomb itself was a car bomb which 
is very similar to those used in 
Northern Ireland. The 4401b bomb 





leveled a famous Colombian night 
club, El Nogal Club, which was 
packed at the time of the explo- 

sion. 


The bombing was the worst 
terrorist attack in Colombia since 
Pablo Escobar's Medellin Cartel 
waged war on the Colombian gov- 
ernment in the 1980's. Officials 
still haven't ruled out the attack 
was carried out by drug traffick- 


ers, upset by the government’s 
hardline policy on the extradition 
of drug trafficking suspects to the 
United States. 

Officials from Irish 
repubublican organizations have 
been waging a propaganda cam- 
paign concerning the guilt or in- 
nocence of the supposed 
IRA members. Bogota offi- 
cials point to the hand of the 
IRA in the recent distur- 
bances around Colombia, 
though in recent days the 
truth is often 
altered, especially given 
the fact the United States 
supports the claims that Co- 
lombia has made. 

In any event, whether 
the bombing was carried out 
by terrorist or drug traffickers, it 
is still a travesty. In the past few 
years, attacks like this one have 
been common throughout the 
world, and they have been carried 
out for a number of different rea- 
sons ranging from "wars for inde- 
pendence" to "wars to re-unify na- 


' tions responsability,” these attacks

Identity Theft: A Hot Issue

With the recent indictment 
of a Boston College student ac- 
cused of hacking into school com- 
puters and stealing personal infor- 
mation from at least 4,000 other 
students, identity theft is once 
again a hot issue. 

The student is a computer 
science major and used secret key- 
stroke-monitoring software to 
steal the information of fellow stu- 
dents and faculty of Boston Col- 
lege. Computer software is not 
the only type of identity theft that 
is going on. 

Not many people under- 
stand just how important the con- 
cept of an identity is, until theirs 
is stolen. Identity theft can ruin 
lives and create problems that may 
take months, even years to sort 
out. So, how hard is it actually to 
steal someone’s identity? Appar- 
ently not hard enough! All one 
needs is a combination of the fol- 
lowing items: a credit card num- 
ber, driver’s license number, so- 
cial security number, and date of 
birth and — Voila! Your identity has 
been stolen. 


You may think that it would 
be hard to obtain such personal in- 
formation, but since the advent of 
the internet, more and more 
people are giving out personal in- 
formation online as needed to pur- 
chase goods, apply to colleges, 
etc. And now new special soft- 
ware has come into play that ap- 
parently is also not hard to get 
your hands on (as seen with the 
Boston College student). Through 
the internet, one can buy other 
people’s personal data for a small 
fee. These sites obtained their in- 
formation mostly from credit re- 
port companies or some other 
sources. Workers in credit report 
companies have access to per- 
sonal information, and unfortu- 
nately some will sell that informa- 
tion to internet sites. 

Thieves can also steal your 
wallet or purse and obtain per- 
sonal information. They can go 
through your mail to look for bills 
and credit card statements, or they 
can rummage through your trash 
to look for receipts (there are cer- 
tain stores that, when you pur- 
chase with a credit card, will print 
out your name and full credit card 
number on the receipt) or any 


other forms containing personal 
details. Some will even go as far 
as posing as your landlord, boss, 
or someone with a legitimate rea- 
son to view your personal details, 
and call the credit report compa- 
nies. 

So what do thieves do with 
your information? They can open 
new bank accounts, apply for 
credit cards under your name, ap- 
ply for loans, and file for bank- 
ruptcy under your name. They 
ruin your credit by never paying 
the bills they’ ve racked up under 
your name, and your credit is 
therefor ruined. This can put you 
in debt and affect your chances of 
getting a new job or recieving a 
loan. 

It is often very hard to track 
down an identity thief, so one has 
to be especially vigilant of his/her 
personal information. For ways 
to prevent identity theft from hap- 
pening to you or others, check out 
these websites:

Goal-Alert: On The Wrist

The digital referee could put 
an end to wrong decisions. At the 
moment, the first one is being 
tested in Nuremberg, Germany. 


‘Imagine this: It’s June 2002, the 
FIFA World Cup Korea/Japan. 


USA vs. Germany. It’s the sec- 
ond half and the score is still 0-0. 
The team who scores will be one 
step closer to the cup. The team 
who loses will have a nice flight 
back home. Finally, a possibility 
comes up for one of the American 
players. He shoots, but the Ger- 
man player Torsten Frings blocks 
the ball with his hand, but, the ball 
was still behind the line and in the 
penalty area! But the referee ig- 
nores the huge screen in the sta- 


dium which shows the situation 
in slow motion. No goal for 
America. Rene Duenkler, a sci- 
entist, has been working ona sys- 
tem, which could finally make an 
end to wrong decisions. Situations 
like this could be prevented. For 
a couple of years, engineers have 
been working on transmitters 
which can calculate the exact po- 
sition of the ball and the players. 
Many failed because the transmit- 
ters were not small enough or 
could not handle the kicks. 
Duenkler’s system meets all the 
requirements: it is small, precise, 
it is not interrupted by cellular 
phones, and the ball is not influ- 
enced by the transmitter so the 
players don’t feel a difference. 
The system is now installed in a 
stadium in Germany for a trial pe- 


riod. The idea is simple: tiny 
transmitters are installed in the 
ball and on the body of the play- 
ers. Signals are broadcast to an- 
tennas, which are all over the sta- 
dium. The referee wears a small 
“watch” on his wrist which gives 
him exact times of the game, as 
well as the exact position of the 
players. The position of the ball 
can be calculated to the nearest 
hundredth of a second. Wrong de- 
cisions about goals or offside situ- 
ations could be stopped. Once the 
system is ready, it could be used 
for almost every sport, especially 
since it is more than just support 
for the referee. Duenkler’s aspi- 
ration is to be able to use this prin- 
ciple by the Championship of 
2006.

several basic illnesses. 

Michael Pollan, author of 
the critically acclaimed book, 
Botany of Desire, writes that Es- 
kimos are the only known group 
not to have grown marijuana and 
this was simply because the cli- 
mate-would not permit it, but once 
they were introduced to drugs they 
were just as interested in them as 
everyone else. Pollan argues that 
human desire for intoxication is 
just as natural as humans desire for 
sweetness, for instance, desiring 
the sweetness of an apple. The 
book is about the symbiotic 
cohabitance of humans and plants 
and in it he argues for the medici- 
nal use of marijuana. 

Benzodiazepines, a family 
of prescription drugs, which in- 
clude Valium, Clonazepam, and 
Ritalin, are all derived from an 
opium base. These drugs are used 
to alleviate anxiety, and to increase 
concentration. Opium is a much 
stronger drug when taken in its 
street form than marijuana. Itisa 
hallucinogenic. Opium was once 
as stigmatized as marijuana. Now, 
however, the medicinal benefits 
are widely recognized. Why 
shouldn’t marijuana be recognized 
in the same way? We are living 
in a “Prozac Nation.” Quality of 
life and feelings of happiness are 
stressed. Marijuana used for me- 
dicinal purposes greatly betters the 
quality of life for many seriously 
ill individuals. And isn’t what it 
is all about? Quality of life? Isn’t 
that why drugs are prescribed in 
general, to help people feel physi- 
cally and physiologically better?

Possible 
Cure For 
Senioritis 


There is no denying it: the 
second half of senior year is a joke. 
The majority of students applying 
to colleges have already sent out 
their applications, grades have 
closed, and midterms have been 
sent out. The mind begins to atro- 
phy. Even the most highly moti- 
vated of students find themselves 
struggling to open books, sharpen 
pencils, and activate brains. But 
who can blame them? After 
months of college interviews, 
campus visits, personal state- 
ments, standardized tests and all- 
nighters, it's only natural that se- 
niors search for some form of re- 
lief. Often, however, this results 
in frequent absences from school, 
a general disregard for classes, and 
noticeable deterioration in the 
quality of work produced. Why 
this sudden lapse? It's a simple 
case of: "What's-my-motivation- 
here” syndrome, known, affec- 
tionately, as "Senioritis." 

Although the recent Educa- 
tional Reform Act set a require- 
ment of 990 hours of classroom 
instruction time per student, for 
each of the four years of high 
school (subsequently eliminating 
any previously implemented op- 
tions for Early Graduation), there 
is some amount of flexibility 
available to individual districts. 
This flexibility rests mainly in the 
hands of the school community. 
With approval from the School 
Committee, individual communi- 
ties can determine the content and 
criteria for acceptable forms of 
structured learning time. These 
can include such interactive-learn- 
ing experiences as internships, 
school-to-work initiatives, di- 
rected studies, and even produc- 
tive endeavors or projects that are 
facilitated off school premises. 

Although not guaranteed to 
cure every case of "Senioritis" out 
there, giving students a chance to 
work in-depth, outside of the 
classroom, in an area of personal 
interest to them, is a sure-fire 
means of increasing motivation. 

Even though GRLS is cur- 
rently without a set structure for 
implementation of such initiatives, 
the patient and persistent efforts 
of many faculty and staff mem- 
bers, to create such availabilities 
for students at the high school, she 
be recognized.

And no 
more of the pathetic argument that if we're capable of something, that's 
all the justification we need. No. We may have the ability to clone, but 
we also have the ability, and the responsibility (hopefully we can rec- 
ognize this), as conscious, powerful beings, to draw a line for ourselves, 
goodness knows no one else will... 

Although I agree with the arguments regarding the medical 
benefits of cloning, as stated in the editorial itself, "this technology has 
the potential to be a very dangerous one." Notice how quickly this can 
happen. While the beginning of the January editorial was centered 
around the more humane, medical forms of cloning (such as the clon- 
ing of organs to prevent genetic disabilities in children), paragraphs 
later the topic had switched to the cloning of the dead, and the use of 
technology to create the "perfect immortal body”. 

_ But who decides what's perfect? Who decides who's per- 
fect? Will the people who make these decisions consider diversity a 
benefit? Individuality? Compassion? Who is to say that one life is more 
important, more relevant, closer to "perfect" than another? We have 
seen all too often what happens when one person or one group of people 
claim superiority over others. Never mind what could happen were they 
given the capability to systematically "clone away" their "inferiors." | 
need not stress the dangers of such possibilities.

Filled with whiteness from 
snowflakes, Cambridge was cov- 
ered up by snow as a thick blan- 
ket, last Fiday, Febuary 7th. Dur-

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Howard Zinn Speaks to Rindge

Last Thursday, March 13, 
2003, the anti-war advocate and 
author of “People’s History of the 
U.S,” Howard Zinn, came to 
speak at Rindge. In front of a full 
classroom of about 30 students 
and teachers, Zinn both lectured 
and answered many questions 
concerning the potential war in 
Iraq. He began by describing his 
own background as a bomber pi- 
lot in WWII, and how, because the 
U.S. and its allies were the “good” 
guys, no one questioned the atroci- 
ties we were committing in Eu- 
rope and Japan. He connected this 
idea to the present-day situation 
in Iraq, where e, oing to war would 
cost thousands if not millions of 
lives. He also strongly disagreed 
with the argument that this war 


Obesity Epidemic On

According to the results of 
a survey published last October in 
the Journal of the American Medi- 
cal Association, the percentage of 
obese Americans (men, women 
and children) has increased sig- 
nificantly over the past few de- 
cades. Conducted by the National 
Health and Nutrition Examination 
Survey in 1999/2000, the study 
shows that upwards of 30% of 
people in the United States are 
obese. This is an increase of nearly 
8% over similar data collected 
from 1988-1994. 

The survey used body mass 
index, commonly known as BMI, 
to evaluate obesity. A person with 
a BMI of 25 or higher was defined 
as ‘overweight’, 30 or greater was 
considered ‘obese’, and anyone 
with a BMI of over 40 was defined 
as “extremely obese’. Using these 
guidelines, the study concluded 
that the percentage of overweight 
American adults is currently ex- 
ceeding 64%, with only slightly 
less than half of these adults fall- 
ing into the range of ‘obesity’. 

The problem is not re- 
stricted to the adult population, 
obesity among kids in the United 
States has also reached epidemic 
proportions. According to a June 
2002 report by The NIH Word on 
Health, the number of overweight 
children has doubled in the last 
two to three decades, leaving one 
in five of our current child popu- 


would combat terrorism, as it 
would create more anti-U.S. senti- 
ment and most likely increase the 
possibility of violent terrorist ac- 
tions. When asked about Iraq’s fail- 
ure to comply with UN sanctions 
and last November’s Resolution 
1441, and whether avoiding war 
would undermine UN authority, 
Zinn responded that many other 
countries, including Israel, are not 
complying with UN resolutions, 
and a U.S. war without UN support 
would undermine it even further. 
Zinn also feels that the pro-war tac- 
tic of comparing Saddam Hussein 
to a modern day Hitler is false, as 
currently Hussein is not making 
large-scale threats, does not have 
comparable military or economic 
power, and lacks the support of his 
people. Zinn feels that the U.S. can- 
not assume Hussein has weapons 
of mass destruction without conclu- 


lation overweight. This increase in- 
cludes both children and adoles- 
cents of all ages, and discriminates 
by neither race nor gender. 

In the recent New York 
Times Best Seller, Fast Food Na- 
tion, the growth of the fast food 
industry major player in the rise of 
obesity. The creation of enormous 
chains and empires, such as the in- 
famous McDonalds and its arch-ri- 


val Burger King, have led to, asthe - 


author Eric Schlosser explains. in 
his book, “the rise of franchising 
and the spread of obesity.” 

It is important to note, how- 
ever, that fast food chains are only 
one of many culprits. In the same 
June 2002 report from the NIH 
Word on Health, it is listed that 
nearly half of children 8-16 years 
of age, watch anywhere from 3-5 
hours of television a day. As one 
might expect, the incidence of obe- 
sity was highest in children who 
watched the greatest amount of TV. 
Although genetics undoubtedly 
plays a role in childhood obesity, 
other equally common causes, such 
as lack of nutritious eating habits 
and insufficient physical activity, 
are often overlooked by the general 
population, at least in terms of ac- 
tion, if not in thought. 

Due to the enormous trend in 
obesity, Type 2 Diabetes, an illness 
that used to be restricted to adults, 
is now asserting itself in the 
younger population as well. Diabe- 
tes is only one of many problems 
associated with obesity. Others an 
increased risk of heart attack, 
stroke, depression, knee and joint

“I liked how he spent a lot of 
time answering questions; it was 
a smart way to get his position 
across, but also give a fairly un- 
biased view of the issue,” said 
Hummy Song, a junior at Rindge.

ailments, and high cholesterol 
and blood pressure. Spiraling 
health costs are often credited to 
the rise in obesity. According to 
the World Heart Federation, 
nearly one tenth of the United 
State’s national healthcare bud- 
get goes to addressing issues of 
overweight patients. The weight- 
loss industry, with its countless 
products and services, rakes in 
over $30 billion a year! 
Incredible. The following excerpt 
from Eric Schlosser’s Fast Food 
Nation ironically comments on 
the spending habits of society: 
“In 1970, Americans spent 


about $6 billion on fast food; in - 


2000, they spent more than $110 
billion. Americans now spend 
more money on fast food than on 
higher education, personal com- 
puters, computer software, or 
new cars. They spend more on 
fast food than on movies, books, 
magazines, newspapers, videos, 
and recorded music — combined.” 

There is a pressing need to 
address the issue of obesity, both 
in America and throughout the 
world. The rise in obesity has 
now réached epidemic status, and 
shows no signs of slowing down. 
Outrageous sums are being spent 
on healthcare, food, and ineffec- 
tively “effective” weight-loss 
systems. The average American 
now consumes approximately 
three hamburgers and four orders 
of fries —each week. Perhaps our 
new national slogan should be

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Operation Iraqi 


Freedom Underway

On the night of Wednesday, 
March 19th, President Bush or- 
dered the start of Operation Iraqi 
Freedom. Millions upon millions 
watched their television screens 
from all around the world in what 
was being called probably the 
most televised event in history. 
However, in the early goings, 
screens did not light up like they 
did during the first hours of the 
attack during Operation Desert 
Storm back in 1991, when view- 
ers saw a constant barrage of anti 
aircraft munitions being shot into 
the evening sky over Baghdad, 
and the fireballs of coalition ordi- 
nance detonating throughout the 
city. Instead, the first images of the 
war over Baghdad on Wednesday 
were nothing more than the flick- 
ering of some anti aircraft guns 
firing into the Iraqi morning skies. 
Audio provided the faint popping 
of some of the weaponry, but nev- 
ertheless, the amount of activity 
in the sky was far less here than 
in Desert Storm. 

The fact that the beginning 
of the military strikes came when 
they did was a shock to many. On 
news channels all across the coun- 
try, military analysts explained 
how baffled they were that opera- 
tions were commencing as the sun 
was beginning to rise. A part of 
what makes the US such a deadly 
force is their massive bombing 
capabilities. Stealth aircraft, 
bombers, and an assortment of 
various support aircraft are ca- 
pable of delivering sophisticated 
precision guided bombs all across 
Iraq. The cover of darkness has 
long been a natural shield of de- 
fense for American military air- 
craft. By bombing Baghdad in the 
morning, that natural defense was 
removed and American aircraft 


‘were more exposed. From a mili- 
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tary standpoint such tactics were 
somewhat confusing, but in later 
reports it was revealed why at- 
tacking forces were taking such 
risks. 

Military forces were acting 
on intelligence that suggested they 
had within their striking capabili- 
ties a “target of opportunity”. Be- 
lieved to be high-ranking mem- 
bers of the Iraqi regime, quite pos- 
sibly Saddam Hussein himself, 
American forces launched ambi- 
tious strikes over the city. De- 
stroyers, cruisers, and submarines 
positioned in the Persian Gulf and 
Red Sea launched about three 
dozen tomahawk and bunker 
buster missiles in an effort to de- 
capitate the Iraqi leadership in the 
first stages of the war. 

Following the bombing 
there were reports that Saddam 
Hussein had been killed in the at- 
tack. As time in the conflict pro- 
gressed, the Iraqi dictator later 
appeared on television. American 
officials first questioned the 
video, saying that the tapes may 
have been recorded before the at- 
tack, but seeing that Hussein has 
appeared on television talking 
about recent skirmishes with 
American forces, it seems as 
though the Iraqi leader is indeed 
alive. 

Battles are beginning to in- 


, tensify as Coalition forces 


progress towards Baghdad. While 
American forces are hoping to 
surround and take the capital in 
these upcoming weeks, Iraqi of- 
ficials are warning that if the 
American aggression continues, 
the conflict will rage on for years. 
Operation Iraqi Freedom will not 
be deemed a success until the 
people of Iraq are freed from the 
regime that they live under and 
members of that regime are re- 
moved, be it dead or alive in the 
process.

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Mock Trial Team Goes Far

The little-known CRLS 
Mock Trial team is moving up in 
the world, or at least in the state 
tournament.

On March 5, 2003, with 
his shades and his suit, topped with 
his black beanie-type cap, the au- 
thor of The Color of Water, a book 
which every eighth grader is re- 
quired to r2ad, strolled into the 
Cambridge Rindge and Latin 
School auditorium.

Stop For a Moment & Ask Yourself 


Sometimes I walk through 
the hallways of this school and I 
begin to observe the flyers and the 
banners on the wall. A lot of times 
we have signs up saying to respect 
each other. We have banners up that 
celebrate the “diversity” of the 
school. We see the words “peace, 
diversity, respect, treat each other 
as you want to be treated,” hung 
on the walls. But on the real...don’t 
these words just become the right 
thing to say, as opposed to the real 
solution to our problems of hate? 
Some of the time, we ourselves fall 
into the same mistake. We nod and 
say we agree with these banners 
and with the things we hear the 
adults in the school say with regard 
to respecting each other. In fact, we 
preach to other kids, telling them 
not to be racist, not to be sexist. 
Sometimes, in class discussions, 


we'll even offer solutions to the 
problems of hate. But, then I ask 
myself this question: If we do all this 
anti-hat, anti-discrimination advo- 
cating, why do we still have people 
fighting each other just because 
somebody was given a dirty look? 
Why do we threaten each other? 
Why do you hear racist comments 
like: “Oh, I can’t get along with her, 
cuz she ain’t nothin’ but a white girl. 
He ain’t nothin’ but a black guy.” 
When we talk about dis- 
crimination, we talk about the rac- 
ist, the sexist, the homophobe like 
he/she is some kind of deranged 
creature. When in fact, the racist, the 
homophobic, the sexist is sitting 
right among us in this very audito- 
rium. So I challenge you today to 
analyze yourself and ask: Am I a 
sexist? Am I a racist? Am I a 
homophobe? And then ask yourself 


whether or not you want to 
change, because if you don’t 
there’s no sense in trying to 
front and simply nod to every- 
thing people say here today. If 
you don’t want to change, ask 
yourself why, and make the 
phrase (which is often accused 
of being cliché) “Treat each 
other the way you want to be 
treated,” become real. Because 
if you don’t like it when people 
hate on you, I bet other people 
don’t like it when you hate on 
them. So join us, in Seeking So- 
lutions to work towards ending 
the hate in this school.

In the three years since the 
initial reorganization, there has 
been a chronic lack of communi- 
cation between the administration 
and the student body. This isn’t to 
say that communication does not 
happen at all (anecdotal interac- 
tions are plentiful), only to point 
out that in our school there is no 
embedded forum for student-ad- 
ministration political interaction: 
In a school focused on “the stu- 
dents”, there is no way for “‘the stu- 
dents” to tell the administration 
what they want and how they feel. 
There is, in short, a missing piece

School policy decisions 
need to be made all the time, and, 
while many of them do not impact 
students directly, most do. The 
current system for student input on 
such matters is rather dismissive. 





tion but their efforts have been ham- 
pered by the need to re-create a sys- 
tem for gathering information and 
their inability to get students to com- 
mit to their models. This is a prob- 
lem. Student concerns at Rindge are 
numerous, and often-times specific. 
But these remarkably well formu- 
lated and logical opinions have no- 
where to go within the confines of 
the system. While some students 
have fostered individual relation- 
ships with the administration and 


have been able to bring their . 


thoughts forward, this is the excep- 
tion rather than the rule: it is unrea- 
sonable to expect students to de- 
velop a relationship, as an equal, in 
a system so top-heavy. 

And so, with our school 
running out of money, and our ac- 
creditation pending final review, an- 
other problem has made itself vis- 
ible: we need more effective student 
government. Students need to feel 


__as if they have allies at the highest 


level who can either make reason- 
able changes in school policy or

implement new systems. But, 
while these systems did come 
about based on student ideas, 
they still represent a top-down 
approach: the administration 
creating government for the stu- 
dents. While an effective stu- 
dent government could not ex- 
ist without administrative sup- 
port (and administrative sacri- 
fice), it must be borne of the stu- 
dent populace: self-rule must 
be self-motivated. Students of 
Rindge, Teachers, Administra- 
tors, Deans and Guidance 
Counselors: time is passing us 
by. The year ends in less than 
three months, and student con- 
cerns only multiply, as the sys- 
tem for student-administration 
interaction atrophies. Let us

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New Superintendent 


In past years our Superin- 
tendent has been caught in the 
middle of political warfare in 
Cambridge, juggling different 
“cliques” of parents, students and 
teachers while trying to find dif- 
ferent methods of bringing equal- 
ity to Cambridge Public School 
system. Issues ranging from the 
restructuring of CRLS to the re- 
design of the elementary school 
system to budget cuts due to a poor 
economy have dragged the Super- 
intendent into month-long debates 
at school committee and have 
caused her to receive lots of pub- 
lic scrutiny. Superintendent 
D’ Alessandro has been caught in 
countless stalemates between the 
School Committee and commu- 
nity due to the loud voices of par- 
ents and teachers who have op- 
posed several plans for education 
reform in Cambridge. The Regis- 
ter Forum believes that the new 
superintendent needs the skills and 
ability to be a strong link between 
the community and the governing 
of Cambridge Schools. 

In recent months the School 
Committee has tried countless 
times to create a plan for closing 
two elementary schools due to 
under enrollment and budget over- 


spending problems. 
D’ Alessandro has presented ideas 
and plans to the School Commit- 
tee which have all fallen through 
on account of of public criticism. 
Although everyone cannot possi- 
bly be pleased, it’s crucial that the 
new superintendent has the skills 
to make good changes happen 
through diplomacy and under- 
standing. 

The only way for changes 
in Cambridge Public Schools to 
happen for the benefit of its stu- 
dents and faculty is through a great 
understanding of the dynamics of 
Cambridge and of its students and 
faculty. The new superintendent 
must be passionate about and be 
in touch with the students of Cam- 
bridge and must be in the schools 
frequently to hear all of the voices 
throughout the city. 

Understanding and leader- 
ship are the only attributes that can 
save our students. Once the new 
superintendent knows us, hears 
our opinions, those of parents and 
of faculty, then, and only then will 
it be possible for him/her to lead 
Cambridge into positive change. 
If not, the money and most impor- 
tantly time and lives of students 
will continue to be wasted.

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When Schooling Undermines Education

Mark Twain was adamant: 
“T never let my schooling interfere 
with my education,” he said. If 
only it were so easy. The truth is, 
however, that although ideally an 
education would be synonymous 
with going to school, our system’s 
justifiable need for standards of 
accountability often undermines 
values of more subtle, elusive, 
though perhaps more meaningful 
measures of successful education. 

Let’s follow Jane for a 
minute. Jane is an “A” student 
most of the time. She comes from 
a middle class family where both 
parents went to graduate school 
after completing college; no one 
is worried about whether or not 
Jane will go to college. Jane has 
played the violin since she was 6. 
She’s an average competitor for 
her mediocre high school volley- 
ball team; she made varsity her 
sophomore year. She got 1360 on 
her SAT’s, and well above aver- 
age on the state graduation assess- 
ment. 

Jane is a decent writer. She 
uses clear, concise language, with 
good spelling and grammar. For 
in-class assignments, her writing 
is neat and legible. Jane has fol- 
lowed the normal sequencing out- 
lined for skilled math students, 
such as herself: Algebra Il, Geom- 
etry, Pre-calculus and Calculus-all 
honors courses. 

It is the beginning of third 
period as Janeenters her AP his- 
tory room. Sitting down, she 
passes forward her three-page es- 
say, along with the rest of the 
class. No one minds that it’s three 
pages of someone else’s views of 
the U.S. Constitution, so long as 
she actually read the information, 
and put it into her own words. Pla- 
giarism is not acceptable. 


The teacher lectures to the 
class about our founding fathers 
and their inspirations and impact. 
He stops for a moment, to ask the 
students what they think of our 
present leaders. Jane doesn’t raise 
her hand, but that’s OK. Instead, 
Tom offers his opinions, citing a 
news broadcast he’d watched the 
night before. The class is im- 
pressed; so is the teacher. They 
move on. More lecturing. Jane 
raises her hand to comment on the 
repetition of history over time; 
very insightful. At the end of class, 
homework is assigned. Students 
are to read a selection from their 
textbooks, complete a sampling of 
multiple-choice questions, and 
answer a few short-response 
prompts administered by the 
teacher. The class is then reminded 
of the chapter test they’ll be tak- 
ing on Friday. Ok. Jane notes dili- 
gently in her date-book as she 
packs her stuff for the next period. 
The bell rings: she’s gone. 

We look at Jane as an ex- 
ample of where our school system 
has worked well. We look at Jane 
in terms of her grades, her GPA, 
her course selection, attendance 
rate, and standardized test scores. 
She looks good, looks as though 
she’s being challenged-and meet- 
ing those challenges. She passes 
inspection and we let her go un- 
scathed (and perhaps uninspired). 
These are the criteria chosen to 
assess Jane’s education for one 
reason and one reason only: they 
are easy. Easy to measure, easy to 
implement, easy to.compile and 
assess. But we know better. 
Whether or not we have the cour- 
age to admit it, we all know. 

We know that the best pre- 
dictor made by test scores is only 
that of other test scores. We know 
that good grades don’t necessar- 
ily correspond with good effort, or 
with passion. We know that atten- 


dance doesn’t insure attention (al- 
though many administrator’s ac- 
tions and attendance policies 
would insist otherwise). And we 
know that intensive courses don’t 
guarantee student inspiration, or 
curiosity. 

Our expectations insist that, 
in order to succeed, students must 
know the answers to the questions 
we pose. But how many students 
actually ask the questions, not just 
answer those prompted by others? 
How many students ask questions 
they’ve never heard anyone else 
ask before? How many go beyond 
the classroom, to venture out on 
their own (a most telling example 
of student ownership over his or 
her education)? The answer is 
clear: far too few. 

It’s ok though. There’s no 
need to worry. Jane will get her 
high school diploma. She’ ll go on 
to college, and graduate school, 
probably at some prestigious uni- 
versity. But what will she have 
learned during her four years of 
high school? How to study for 
tests, hand in homework, show up 
for class. She’! learn how to make 
the grade, get the credits, “earn” 
her diploma. But will she know 
how to create, how to dream, how 
to wonder? Will we offer her the 
opportunity to explore, to expand 
beyond our own limitations? And 
will we then succeed in inspiring 
her to take those risks? The most 
valuable thing we can teach Jane 
is not how to answer our ques- 
tions, but how to ask her own. And 
not just any questions, but the ones 
that have potential to spark inno- 
vation. Although there is a very 
real need for the stability of a bu- 
reaucracy, we must be ever mind- 
ful of its boundaries, and insure 
that in our efforts to school, we 
don’t lose sight of the values of 
education.

The Story Of The 
Claddagh Ring

Many of us in the school 
may be wearing this ring right now 
and not even know anything about 
it. The claddagh ring has become 
a commercial success in the 
United States, but before it be- 
came a popular gift for girlfriends 
and boyfriends alike, it was a gift 
to treasure in Ireland. 

The exact origins of the 
Claddagh ring is unclear, but ac- 
cording to many sources, its ro- 
mantic story began in the fishing 
village of Claddagh(therefore the 
name) on the west coast of Ireland. 

The original Claddagh ring 
is said to be made by Richard 
Joyce. Joyce was on a ship en 
route to the plantations of the West 
Indies the same week he was to 
was to be married, but his ship was 
captured by Mediterranean Alge- 
tian pirates and he and the crew 
were sold as a slaves; Richard 
Joyce was sold to a Moorish gold- 
smith who trained him in the craft. 
He soon became a master in his 
trade and crafted a ring for the 
woman he was suppose to marry. 
In 1689 he was released after Wil- 
liam III came to the throne of En- 
gland and concluded an agreement 
whereby all his subjects who 
where held in captivity by the 


Moors were to be allowed return 
to their homes. The Moorish gold- 
smith offered Joyce his only 
daughter in marriage and half his 
wealth if he would remain in 
Algiers. He declined and returned 
to Claddagh to find out that the 
woman of his heart had never 
married after his captivity. He 
gave her the ring and they were 
married and he set up a goldsmith 
shop in the town of Claddagh. The 
earliest Claddagh rings to be 
traced bear his mark and the ini- 
tial letters of his name, RI (Rich- 
ard Joyce). 

By tradition the ring is taken 
to signify the wish that love and 
friendship should reign supreme. 
The hands signify friendship, the 
crown loyalty, and the heart love. 
“With these hands, I give thee my 
heart and crown it with my love.” 
In earlier times this design was the 
symbol of the “Fishing Kings of 
Claddagh” meaning “in love and 
friendship let us reign.” Wearing 
the ring on the right hand with the 
heart facing outwards means that 
your heart has not yet been won. 
Wear it on the right hand with the 
heart facing inwards and it shows 
you have friendship and love un- 
der consideration. But worn on the 
left hand with the heart turned in- 
wards it means two loves have 
joined forever.

Faces Killer 
Pneumonia

As of March 17", nine 
people have succumbed to anew 
pneumonia virus and hundreds 
more have reportedly been in- 
fected around the world. The 
killer pneumonia, as it’s being 
called, has been found now in just 
about every continent around the 
world. The CDC (Center for Dis- 
ease Control) has tracked the vi- 
Tus aggressively and, while its 
cause has yet to be determined, 
statistics show that the disease 
may have originated from Asia, 
where the majority of the cases 
have been reported. In other cases 


around the world, in countries - 


such as Canada and the US, those 
infected with the disease usually 
were returning from recent travel 
to Asia.

The time when Irish men 
and women celebrate the day of 
their beloved Saint Patrick. Even 
though St. Patrick was not native 
to the land of Ireland, he has been 
tied to Ireland in myths and truths.

Romney Budget Cuts... 
How Will They Effect You?

As of January 29", 2003, 
details of Governor, Mitt 
Romney’s plans to cut local fund- 
ing are still unclear. In the efforts 
to fill a huge state deficit, Rom- 
ney released the FY04 budget rec- 
ommendation. As a result, Rom- 
ney continues his task of cutting 
over $2 billion in local aid, ser- 
vices and other programs. Cur- 
rently, the cuts are increasing and 

* much of the general public, as 
well as some in the senate and the 
house, have become skeptical. 
Under Romney, programs 
such as Medicaid, higher educa- 
tion (such as public colleges and 
universities), and aid- to 
Massachusetts’s cities and towns, 
all things which the governor calls 
“inefficiencies and waste”, will be 
cut back. However, on February 
27, 2003 when Romney unveiled 
the current $22.85 billion plan, 
House Speaker Thomas Finneran 
stated, “nobody but the Governor 
has suggested that there’ 's $2 ea 





inefficiencies.”(1) Many officials 
are skeptical of the Governor’s use 
of the words “waste” and “‘ineffi- 
ciencies when referring to public 
aid. 

As of February 27", 
Romney’s plan would reduce state 
spending by about $2.17 billion 
total. A cut of about 5% to cities 
and towns would take place by 
means of Romney’s new distribu- 
tion formula. While personal taxes 
would not increase, other fees 
such as tuition fees, registry fees, 
and other general fees would in- 
crease. This calls for a total in- 
crease of over $600 million. Other 
changes include: a $197 million 
reduction of Turnpike Authority 
reserves, program and public ser- 
vice cuts of more than $900 mil- 
lion, and $98 million for the elimi- 
nation of the senior pharmacy pro- 
gram, a prescription drug program 
depended upon by some 80,000 
senior citizens. Other reductions 
are to take place. 

In addition to these figures, 
Romney’s plan to consolidate 
agencies also has officials wor- 
ried. In the hopes of saving more 


. d money, Romney plans to consoli- ata os 


setts Trial Courts said, such plans 
“appear to be an attempt by the 
executive branch to take manage- 
ment authority of the courts away- 
from the legislature and judiciary 
branches”.(2) Other agencies, 
such as administrative functions, 
public schools and universities, 
like The University of Massachu- 
setts, will also feel the heat. If the 
plan is to go through, about 1,500 
layoffs are expected. 

On a lighter note, the 
governor’s commitment to the 
homeless community is com- 
mendable, however, critics say 
this is not enough with all these 
cuts and many are unsure of the 
Governors true intentions.

Movie Review of 
David Gale

Suspense films are gen- 
erally famous for their twist — 
that’s what makes them so excit- 
ing.

At first glance, McKenna’s Café almost seems out of place in Savin Hill. It is a nice family-owned café 
in the middle of a somewhat rough neighborhood. McKenna’s is cited as Mark Wahlberg’s favorite 
neighborhood restaurant, and it is no wonder why.

Following a dedicated 
campaign to completely overhaul 
RSTA’s faculty and facilities, 
Spofford will leave on an espe- 
cially high note, as RSTA offi- 
cially gained accreditation on 
Monday, March10 for all but one

of its programs. Spofford’s suc- 
cess at CRLS, however, has gone 
beyond merely regaining accredi- 
tation, as Spofford led the effort 
to turn RSTA into one of the best 
public school vocational educa- 
tion experiences in the state. “I 
definitely feel we’ve had great 
success here,” he said. “Our origi-

nal mission was not only to regain 
accreditation, but also rebuild 
RSTA and gain the trust of the stu- 
dents and the community. There’s 
still a lot to be done, but the foun- 
dation is definitely set.” 

One of the areas, accord- 
ing to Spofford, in which the 
RSTA experience could still be 
improved would be a revision of 
CRLS’s scheduling system. 
“They’re going to have to address 


the schedules here at CRLS,” 
said Spofford, “if they want to 
provide flexibility for students 
so they can take classes outside 
their core.” Spofford has been 
promoting this cause since he 
first arrived at CRLS, fighting 
for a system that would make it 
easier for students to combine 
their vocational edu- 
cation with their core 
classes. “I’ve always 
been a firm believer 
in the idea thatRSTA 
classes can be just as 
important as core 
classes,” he said. “‘be- 
cause with these 
classes, core classes 
become more rel- 
evant. RSTA pro- 
vides students with 
an opportunity to ap- 
ply complicated aca- 
demic theory in a 
hands-on environ- 
ment, and that some- 
thing that you can’t 
find in many other places at 
CRLS.” 

With all that has been 
done to improve the situation in 
RSTA, however, an influx of stu- 
dents may not be out of the ques- 
tion in the years to come. “We 
certainly do hope for an influx,” 
said Spofford. “We're working 
at full capacity right now, but 
that is definitely something we’d 
like to see in the years to come.”

CRLS Reviewed by NEASC Accreditation Team

Some students might re- 
member being interviewed last 
fall, by a group of adults wearing 
nametags and carrying clipboards. 
Other students may have noticed 
these people quietly observing 
from the backs of classrooms. A 
few students were even selected 
to guide the visitors around 
Rindge. 

Founded in 1885, the New 
England Association of Schools 
and Colleges (fondly referred to 
as the NEASC) is the oldest of six 
regional accrediting agencies in 
the U.S. The Commission on Pub- 
lic Secondary Schools (CPSS), 
one of five sub-commissions of 
the NEASC, sent a visiting team 
to CRLS last November, as part 
of a continued accreditation pro- 
cess requiring that schools be re- 
evaluated at least once every ten 


rs. The primary objective of 








the visiting team, as stated in their 
recent report to Principal Knight, 
was “to assess the quality of the 
educational program at Cam- 
bridge Rindge and Latin School 
in terms of the school’s stated mis- 
sion and the Commission’s Stan- 
dards for Accreditation.’ These 
Standards were broken into the 
following categories: 
1. Teaching and Learn- 
ing Staadards 
a) Mission and expecta- 
tions for Student Learning 
b) Curriculum 
c) Instruction 
d) Assessment of Student 
Learning 
2. Support Standards 
a) Leadership and Organi- 
zation 
b) School Resources for 
Learning 
c) Community Resources 
for Learning . 
Beginning in October of 
2001 and continuing until May of 





2002, a required self-study was 
conducted at CRLS, supervised by 
seventeen members of the Rindge 
faculty and staff. This steering 
committee organized the forma- 
tion of various subcommittees, 
one of which each member of the 
CRLS faculty was assigned to. 
The goal of these subcommittees 
(and the goal of the self-study) 
was to assess the quality of the 
programs, activities and facilities 
offered at Rindge. After gaining 
the final approval of all the pro- 
fessional staff, this self-study re- 
port was then sent to the CPSS 
visiting team. This team con- 
ducted an on-site evaluation of the 
CRLS campus last November and 
began their report on CRLS. 

The unedited version of the 
Report of the Visiting Committee 
was recently sent to Principal 
Knight to review and send back 
with any data (or otherwise) cor- 
rections. Although the official ac- 
creditation status of CRLS will not 





be announced until the first week 
in May, the 72-page, typed report, 
submitted by the CPSS visiting 
team, offers valuable recommen- 
dations and reflections, as well as 
noteworthy commendations of 
Cambridge Rindge and Latin 
School. 

A significant number of the 
recommendations outlined in the 
report were either directly or in- 
directly linked to the inadequacies 
of the school’s mission statement. 
The Cambridge Rindge and Latin 
School Mission and Expectation 
for Student Learning document, 
composed ten years ago, was cited 
in the report as having “remained 
unchanged and unsuccessful in 
articulating realistic, representa- 
tive, coherent, and measurable 
educational goals for the school.” 
The report noted that although the 
mission statement is included in 
some documents involving the 
school, “it is not posted within all 
areas of the facility, and it has not 


found its way into. the 
curriculum...It has not...been 
broadly communicated to all the 
members of the school commu- 
nity.” The accreditation team also 
noted that “The mission statement 
drives neither immediate school 
decisions nor school board policy 
to frame decisions or define pro- 
gram directions.” In simpler 
terms, the report suggested that 
CRLS has not updated its (our) 
communal visions and shared 
goals in a coherent, accessible 
document, and that the creation of 
such documentation should be an 
immediate priority of the school. 
Furthermore, the visiting 
team stressed a need for more 
clearly defined ote?

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Summerbridge Takes New Approach 
Towards Preparing Students

How do you get middle- 
schoolers excited about sitting in 
a school during their summer va- 
cation and learning when it’s 85 
degrees outside? At 
Summerbridge Cambridge, a free 
educational program, this 
Herculean feat is accomplished 
every day for six weeks during 
the summer, as well as after 
school during the school year. 
Summerbridge’s unique ap- 
proach to education inspires an 
excitement for learning that is 
rarely seen elsewhere, as the 
program’s goal is to motivate and 
help students with limited re- 
sources start on the path to col- 
lege. 

According to Hilary 
Mead, Summerbridge 
Cambridge’s Program Director, 
one factor that allows 
Summerbridge to foster such a 
positive spirit is the fact that it is 
free from grading and MCAS re- 
quirements. “We’re lucky, and 
we know how lucky we are to 
have the freedom that we have,” 
said Mead. “Besides that, though, 
our other big advantage over the 
Cambridge public schools is that 
we have a three-to-one student to 
teacher ratio, which means that 


[teachers and their classes] can go 
play Math Basketball, or take a 
field trip to Fresh Pond.” Teach- 
ers even provide students with 
their home phone numbers as an 
additional measure of individual- 
ized support. 

Another objective of the 
Summerbridge program is to cre- 
ate a spirit and atmosphere that 
cannot be found anywhere else. 
Summerbridge, says Mead, is 
“creative and zany and fun by 
design... We’d never get kids to 
come if it’s more of the same. That 
means a lot of creative perfor- 
mances. We never make an an- 
nouncement if we can do a skit, 
and community meetings are full 
of students getting on stage and 
sharing their work.” As an addi- 
tional measure of Summerbridge 
Spirit, each day begins with the 
teachers waiting by the door, sing- 
ing, clapping, and cheering for the 
students as they get off the bus. 

As well as being a unique 
educational environment for stu- 
dents, Summerbridge is also an in- 
credible opportunity for its teach- 
ers. Part of Summerbridge’s ap- 
proach to education is the idea of 
“students teaching students,” so 
all teachers are either in high 
school or college. “They say 
[teaching at Summerbridge] is the 


hardest job you’ ll ever love,” said 
Mead. “There are incredibly de- 
manding, ten-hour days, but it’s 
also incredibly fun.” 
Summerbridge, according to 
Mead, is also one of the best in- 
ternship options available to high- 
schoolers, since it provides lead- 
ership opportunities that can’t be 
found elsewhere. 

Despite extremely positive 
feedback on the program from 
parents and teachers, the most re- 
vealing assessments of 
Summerbridge come from the stu- 
dents themselves. “[Students] of- 
ten come back and say, ‘Sixth 
grade was so easy after 
Summerbridge!’ or, ‘I was really 
prepared for eighth grade!’” said 
Mead. “It’s a really amazing 
thing.” 


Summerbridge is always looking 
for volunteers for both the sum- 
mer and after-school programs, 
and even those who already have 
plans for the summer can still get 
involved.

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The History of Patriot’s Day

Patriot’s Day is celebrated 
on the third Monday of April and 
may have been observed by the 
Northeastern states as early as the 
year 1894. Patriot's Day is a day 
reserved for honoring the Battle 
of Lexington and the Battle of 
Concord, two important battles 
fought during the Revolutionary 
War. 

The two battles were fought 
on April 19, 1775. Part of the his- 
tory of these famous revolution- 
ary battles were the midnight rides 
of Paul Revere and William 
Dawes, alarming the “Minute- 
men” of the British approach 
(“The red coats are coming!” or, 
as most of us know it — “the Brit- 
ish are coming!”’)

Diabetes Defined

Did you know that an ordi- 
nary twenty-ounce Coca-Cola 
contains sixteen sugar cubes? 
Sugar is one of the main ingredi- 
ents in almost everything. Even 
products which are supposed to 
taste salty, like cheese, bread or 
yogurt, contain a lot of sugar. The 
American food industries try to 
make large profits by making ev- 
erything taste as good as possible, 
but the health aspect does not 
seem so important to them. As a 
result, each year 650,000 Ameri- 
cas learn that they have diabetes. 

Diabetes is a common, se- 
rious and costly disease that poses 
a major health problem all over the 
world. Over 16 million Americans 
suffer already from it, among them 
stars like Halle Berry. Diabetes 
is a disorder of the metabolism — 
the way our body processes and 
uses certain foods, especially car- 
bohydrates. The human body nor- 
mally converts carbs to glucose, 
the simple sugar that is the main 
source of energy for the body’s 
cells. To enter cells, glucose needs 
the help of insulin, a hormone pro- 
duced by the pancreas. The pan- 
creas is supposed to automatically 


produce the right amount of insu- 
lin to allow glucose to enter body 
cells from the blood and be con- 
verted into energy. However, 
when the pancreas produces ei- 
ther little or no insulin or the body 
does not respond to the insulin 
produced, the body can not pro- 
cess glucose. As a result it builds 
up in the blood stream, overflows 
into the urine and passes out of 
the body. This process deprives 
the body effectively of its main 
source of fuel. 

There are three main types 
of diabetes: 

Type | (Diabetes Mellitus) 
is believed to be caused by a ge- 
netic predisposition and consid- 
ered an autoimmune disease in 
which the immune system attacks 
the insulin producing beta cells in 
the pancreas and destroys them. 
Consequently the pancreas pro- 
duces little or no insulin. A per- 
son with Type 1 diabetes needs 
daily injections of insulin to live. 
Type 1 develops most often in 
children and teens. 

Type 2 Diabetes is more 
common among adults. It refers 
to elevated blood sugar levels that 
develop as a result of another 
medical condition. Type 2 diabe- 
tes also develops when the pan- 


creas tissue is absent either be- 
cause it has been destroyed by a 
disease, or it has been removed 
surgically. 

The last type would be Ges- 
tational diabetes. It starts or is first 
recognized during pregnancy. It 
usually becomes apparent during 
the fourth month, but in most of 
the cases the blood-glucose level 
returns to normal after delivery. 

Advances in treatments and 
monitoring of blood glucose lev- 
els have made diabetes far less 
difficult to deal with than it used 
to be. Most of the time the treat- 
ment requires a strict regimen 
that typically includes a carefully 
calculated diet, physical activity, 
often painful glucose testing and 
multiple daily insulin injections. 

Common symptoms of diabe- 
tes are tiredness, thirst and fre- 
quent drinking, loss of appetite 
and weight, and infections on the 
skin. Acommon result is the am- 
putation of parts of the body, such 
as the feet. The problem with this 
disease is that there is not really a 
possibility to protect oneself from 
it. The chances of getting diabe- 
tes do increase if the nutrition is 
not very balanced, but even people 
who always took care about their 
health have a chance of getting it.

“It’s ok though. There’s no need to worry. Jane will get her high-school diploma. ... But what will 
she have learned during her four years of high school? . .. The most valuable thing we can teach Jane is not 
how to answer our questions, but how to ask her own.” 


Our school may be many things, but it is not OK.On the Fifth of June, the senior class will congregate in the 
field house one final time, and walk out of the doors with a high-school diploma in their hands. Well, most 
of the senior class at least. That’s because most of the senior class can read and write. That’s because most 
of the senior class has earned a diploma. The problem — perhaps the single largest problem facing our school 
— is that some students have not. And that is unforgivable. In her nearly poetic article from last month’s 
Register Forum, Jennah Epsteinkraus argues, convincingly, that even though her “A” student, Jane, will 
graduate, the school will have fundamentally failed her, since it hasn’t taught her “how to dream, how to 
wonder”. I say the school has failed her not since it has not managed to push her beyond her limits, but 
because it has proven unable to educate some of her peers. 

In many ways, I feel Ms. Epsteinkraus is calling for the school to go far above and beyond what we 
should expect of it. Rindge is a societal institution: it is funded by society, and its purpose is to help society 
as a whole. Thus, Rindge needs to teach people how to read and write — how to function as a member of 
society. Ifa kid enters to high-school already being able to do that — already being able to live as a contributing 
adult — then the school has no responsibility to them (unless it has already catered to the rest of the student 
body). 

The school needs to ensure that every student who comes through the school leaves with certain 
basic skills before it even begins to worry about catering to that tiny academic elite within the student body. 
The school’s responsibility is to the society as a whole, and its job is to educate the society as an entity. 
There are plenty of things for a smart kid to learn about society and social interactions while they’re at 
Rindge. But if they become selfishly and overly annoyed and obsessed by the fact that they haven’t learned 
anything academic in this school, then they should go to the private educational system, where the mandate 
is much clearer. 

It would be ideal if Rindge could challenge kids from all sorts of different Academic backgrounds, 
and teach everyone not only how to just “. . answer questions, but how to ask [their] own.” But before you 
learn to explore what you don’t know, you have to make sure you understand what you know. Before we 
can worry about pushing Jane further in her studies, we have to worry about pushing her peers to study — 
period. Before we move on, we have to make sure we have those basics under our belts. Now what those 
basics are, and how to measure them, is worthy of an article in its ore righ . But the MCAS seems like a

In Noah Rosenblum’s 
complementary article on the 
responsibilities of CRLS as a 
“societal institution”, he shows off 
his fluent mastery in the art of 
‘persuasive writing’.

I almost believed him 
myself, after reading his 
statement: “The school needs to 
ensure that every student who 
comes through the school leaves 
with certain basic skills before it 
even begins to worry about 
catering to that tiny academic elite 
within the student body...I feel 
Ms. EpsteinKraus is calling for the 
school to go far above and beyond 
what we should expect of it.” 

Lets tackle this piece by 
piece (for my own sake, so I don’t 
get lost). 

First of all, I would ask Mr.

honors recognition ? Or perhaps 
he is referring to the 70% of 
students who did not fail any 
courses; the nearly 60% of 
students enrolled in upper-level 
courses; the 17% enrolled in AP 
courses...After all, how does one 
define the “tiny academic elite” at 
Rindge? Those who pass the 
MCAS the first time round? The 
second? Three times the charm? 
Or perhaps it’s the students that 
go on to college, or those that 
break 1200 on their SAT’s (or 
1300, 1400...). At any rate, this is 
not, by any means, a minuscule 
percentage of students. It is a 
significant population, and one 
that has just as much right to a 
good public school education as 
any. I may be naive (well, yes, 
thank you, I am), but I don’t 
believe that offering an education 
beyond the mere “basic skills”, an 
education that encourages 
students to reach their potentials, 
is somehow “‘above and beyond” 
the call of CRLS as a high school. 
And even if it is, | would argue, 
Mr. Rosenblum, that those words 
“above and beyond what is 
expected” are the same as those 
associated with receiving an “A”. 
It all starts with attitude, Mr. 
Rosenblum. I do not believe it is 
“beyond” our ability to offer an 
excellent education at CRLS; I

have received one myself. 

The trappings of 
‘standardization’ are often times 
overwhelming. It is easy to get 
wrapped up in test scores and 
proficiencies, and making sure 
everyone passes. That is the 
danger of tests such as the MCAS: 
people may start to forget about 
the ‘excellence’ in education. After 
all, so long as the entire class can 
read/write/add/subtract well 
enough to score ‘proficient’ on the 
test, they can graduate. 

In their report of 
Cambridge Rindge and Latin 
School, the NEASC Accreditation 
team did not fail to outline the 
major problem with Mr. 
Rosenblum’s argument. As was 
later quoted in the Boston Sunday 
Globe:At CRLS, the “emphasis 
has been placed on equity over 
academic excellence.” We are in 
danger of sacrificing excellence in 
our battle for equity. This is no 
one’s goal. 

Students should know 
how to read and write by the time 
they enter 9th grade. They should 
be able to pass the MCAS in 10th 
grade. This is not what high school 
is for, and the fact that children are 
entering Rindge not knowing 
these basic skills is not a failure 
of CRLS, rather an example of the 
incompetence of the entire 
educational system.

Dear CRLS Community, 

I know you are concerned 
about the direction of our high 
school. Over the past several 
months, I have had many oppor- 
tunities to meet with and listen to 
teachers, parents, students, and 
other members of the Cambridge 
community and to think about the 
best ways to meet the needs of all 
of our students. Recognizing that 
no way will ever bea way that will 
satisfy everyone, I would like to 
take this opportunity to clarify the 
direction and goals of CRLS and 
to answer some of your questions. 

What are the goals for 
CRLS now and for the coming 
school year? 

The development of a new 
mission statement that will articu- 
late shared beliefs about learning 
and will include civic and measur- 
able academic expectations for 
students. The development and 
implementation of a coordinated, 
schoolwide 9th-12th grade cur- 
riculum in all Core academic sub- 
jects (language arts, social stud- 
ies, math, and science). This ef- 
fort of aligning state standards in 
the curriculum will include, but 
not be limited to, the establish- 
ment of student learning expecta- 
tions and ways to measure 
whether those expectations have 
been met, the continuation of com- 
mon planning time for Core 
teachers, a focus on quality teach- 
ing and the refinement of teach- 
ing skills, and the development 
of portfolio assessments. The con- 
tinuation of the advisory program, 
with the addition of a standardized 
advisory curriculum, and in- 
creased teacher accountability .

We expect to 
have the NEASC’s decision near 
the end of May, and I will keep 
you informed as soon as I know 
more. 

Will the structure of the 
high school be changed? 

CRLS is one school made 
up of five small learning commu- 
nities that will have and maintain 
high academic standards and will 
offer maximum opportunities for 
building meaningful relationships 
between adults and students. Each 
small learning community will 
continue to have a dean of curricu- 
lum and a dean of students. The 
selection process for hiring admin- 
istrators will include teachers, par- 
ents, and students. 

Will Core classes con- 
tinue? 

The 9th and 10th grade 
Core classes will still be in place 
in each small learning commu- 
nity. The Core provides the op- 
portunity for Core teachers in

We will evaluate honors 
and advanced-placement classes 
to make sure that they are accom- 
modating the needs and interests 
of significant numbers of students. 

How will the minority/ 
majority achievement gap be 
addressed? 

Defining our mission, in- 
stituting a schoolwide Core cur- 
riculum, establishing learning ex- 
pectations for all students, and 
putting in place ways to measure 
whether those expectations are 
being met, will all be significant 
steps toward achieving the ulti- 
mate goal of closing the achieve- 
ment gap. We will improve teach- 
ing through professional develop- 
ment and focus on teaching strat- 
egies, techniques, and programs 
specifically aimed at helping to 
close this gap. 

In collaboration with my 
various advisory committees, I 
will concentrate on the above pri- 
orities. The work ahead of us is 
challenging, but I am _ confident 
that the commitment of our staff, 
parents, and students to ongoing 
improvement will lead us toward 
our goal of success for all.

To think, a 
public school, on cable TV! Just 
when you’ ve begun to think this 
school is really the dumps, it 
surprises you again with another 
great opportunity to expand your 
interest. As Technical Specialist, 
Kris Kay said when speaking 
about CRLS’ TV program, “It’s a 
great vehicle for expression in the 
school community.” Further more, 
she said, it’s greatly underused. 
Here where such opportunities are 
in our hands, why don’t we use 
them? 

CRLS’ TV program is 
channel 98, community access on 
cable TV. To date, it has 22,000 
subscribers, however, where 
there’s a lack of resources, space, 
and student participants, what is 
available hasn’t been used to its 
fullest potential, nor has it been 
easily accessible. There is a lack 
of solid infrastructure as well. 
Where Kay and others hope to 
have one space for the Channel’s 
operation, the materials are 
currently divided yr three

been as successful as peop! would 
like it to be. Although many things 
contribute to the station’s 
sluggishness, it is the lack of 
students and, particularly, the lack 
of a better infrastructure that really 
bring the station down. “If you 
want something covered, provide 
the students and I’ll provide the 
resources,” said Kay. While many 
people, including faculty and 
subscribers alike, have 
complained about how little is 
shown on Channel 98, Kay 
reminds people that if there are no 
people behind the operation, not 
much will be accomplished. Video 
and television production is a hard 
process requiring a lot of patience 
and time commitment. On 
average, for every minute of 
video, one hour is needed for 
linear editing. It’s a very time 
consuming process and it’s 
unfortunate that so few students 
are up to the challenge. 
Currently, the students in 
the Culinary Arts department and 
instructor, Chef Cathy Thomas, 
are involved in a show called 
“From the Fridge to the Bridge.” 
The show uses two cameras; one 
focusing on the speakers in the 
show, and another focusing on the 
ingredients used. Like other works 
however, this piece will take 


awhile to finish. It will probably

program she’d found through the 
CRC at the Rindge. Editor of the 
black student union assembly, 
Clarissa also produced a film 
shown in a few festival called 
“ME and My Peeps’; a 
documentary on her family and 
her life.

Student 
teachers come from schools such 
as Harvard University, Boston 
College, Boston University, Tuffs, 
The Museum School, Simons, 
Lesley, UMass Boston, and other 
schools. Student teachers vary in 
experience. While some have 


taught at the high school many 
times before, others are teaching 
for their first time. While some 
student teachers are on their way 
to finishing graduate school 
others are undergrads. However, 
no matter the experience, 
juggling his/her time between 
college and helping out at the 
high school is certainly no walk 
in the park . 

As student teacher, 
Nikki Bruno commented on this 
year’ teaching experience, “It has 
been the hardest work I’ve ever 
done, but also the most 
rewarding.” Soon to finish at 
Harvard University’s Graduate 
School of Education, this was Ms. 
Bruno’s first year teaching at the 
Rindge. At CRLS since the fall, 
Ms. Bruno collaborated with 
teachers on many things, and 
since the spring, she’s taught full 
time in a range of classes, from 
9" and 10" grade World Lit, to 
Mr. Hurley’s Semiotics class of 
11" and 12" grade students.

wimp. Itls possible to understand 
kids and still be masculine. Third, 
I think itls really important for the 
children, several of whom, donlt 
have fathers involved in their lives 
to have a positive male influence. 
I think it is important for children 
to have both positive female and 
male influences as they will grow 
up and have to deal with both men 
and women later in their lives. I 
hope I am breaking the stereotype 
of gender roles. I am not surprised, 
but sometimes I am when people 
question me, 3 You work in the Day 
Care?2 as if a guy has no role in 
working with young children. It 
is one of the most fun parts of my 
day. It is also the most rewarding 
part of my day. It brings you back 
to your own childhood, and you 
realize what a magical time it is. 
The fact that I can be a part of that 
for another person means a lot to 
me, sharing in their joy and their 
infectious smiles. It does not hurt 
that they are so doggone cute and 
that the staff there is wonderful. If 
you ever have the chance to work 
with children, I hope you take it. I 
feel it is something everyone 
should do. I think it is an important 
step to learning about children, 
learning about yourself, and 
learning about other people.

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Counter Terrorism in

Almost two years after Septem- 
ber 11th, the nation is finally prac- 
ticing its first large-scale counter- 
terrorism exercise. Spanning five 
days, the drill will cost over $16 
millon and include 8,500 people 
from 100 federal, state and local 
agencies, the American Red Cross 
and the Canadian government. 

The intent of these drills is 
to provide the government with 
details of what to do in the event 
of another terrorism attack. The 
first drill takes place in Seattle, 
Washington with a “dirty” bomb 
in a car. The second yet simulta- 
neous drill takes place in Chicago, 
Illinois with another car bomb but 
also with terrorists running into a 
nearby university and taking hos- 
tages. 


When the drill began on Monday, 
May 12, officials were set up in a 
ballroom in Washington DC with 
long rows of tables with laptops, 
cell phones, and large maps of the 
Seattle and Chicago areas. The 
first emergency began when “pas- 
sengers” were trapped inside a 
smashed bus, and ambulances and 
a fake “news crew” took no time 
to arrive. As the week went on, 
hospitals were prepared to take 
civilians who weren’t directly in- 
jured in the crash but who were 
starting to exhibit “flu-like symp- 
toms” The 200-page scenario writ- 
ten for the drill covers every single 
detail, right down to having 
George Bush and Dick Cheney 
look alikes. With the exercise’s 
completion, hundreds-of evalua- 
tors will use the report for later 
studies. 


A Common 


Misconception

It is a common assumption 
that attention deficit hyperactiv- 
ity disorder (ADHD) is a problem 
which generally affects only chil- 
dren. This common misconcep- 
tion has been he thought of people 
everywhere, especially in the 
medical community. Increasingly, 
however, the disorder is being rec- 
ognized and treated in adults. Al- 
though the exact number of adults 
affected and how much they are 
affected by this disorder are un- 
known, epidemiological studies 
so far reveal that the condition, 
marked by inattentiveness, diffi- 
culty getting work done, procras- 
tination, and/or organization prob- 
lems, probably exists in about 2- 
4% of adults. The condition per- 
sists to adulthood in about half of 
children diagnosed with the dis- 
order. According to Dr. Patricia 
Quinn, a developmental physician 
from Washington, D.C., ADHD 


exists in about 3-5% of the United | 


States population. The number of 
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children with ADHD are actually 
identified and treated. There are 
probably some who don't really 
have the condition who are pre- 
sumably treated. But the biggest 
problem is under-diagnosis and 
misdiagnosis.” 

ADHD is diagnosed in 
adults through a series of ques- 
tions to both the patient and his or 
her spouse, other family members, 
and close friends about the 
patient’s past behavior and see if 
a pattern of symptoms of the dis- 
order exist. “We also look for job 
evaluations, if the person will 
share them with us,” says Dr. 
Quinn. “Their supervisors may 
have talked about the fact that they 
can't get anything handed in on 
time. Or they may have perfor- 
mance difficulties as an adult... 
there are lots of clues that we can 
look for in the environment of the 
person that leads us to believe that 
they do have problems in the 
spheres of attention and organiza- 
tion and distractibility and hyper- 
activity, that are affecting their 
functioning as an adult.” If di-
